Knolls Park Work To Be Discussed 


Recommendations on how the Hoffman 


Estates Park District should spend the 
$102,000 proposed for general park im- 
provements in the Winston Knolls will be 
discussed Thursday by park district offi- 
cials and Winston Knolls residents. 


The meeting was announced at Tues- 


day's meeting of the park district com- 
missioners. The proposed park improve- 
ments are part of a $1.1 million bond is- 
sue referendum scheduled June 10. 


Earlier this month, a group of Winston 


Knolls residents told the park district 


they would like a voice in how the pro- 
posed funds are spent. 


PARK BOARD Pres. Fred Weaver 


agreed to a meeting with the home- 
o w n e r s association because major 
changes had been made in the plans for 
development of the park land in that 
area. 


Initially the park district had planned 


to build an outdoor swimming pool there, 
but those plans were dropped because it 
was decided the pool could not be oper- 
ated on a sound economic basis. 


The park district latest proposal calls 


for a 2,000 square foot community build- 
ing, tennis courts, recreational fields and 
play apparatus. The total cost of the im- 
provements would be around $102,000. 


Al Binder, park district director, said 


Jhe recommendations made by the Win- 
ston Knolls residents will be considered 
by the park district board. The board has 
reserved the right to make any final de- 
cision for the area development. 


DENNIS SYMBAL, president of the 


Winston Knolls homeowners association, 


does not know what the residents plan to 
present as alternatives to the park dis- 
trict's proposal. 


He said some of the residents were not 


happy with the plans presented for the 
area. 


"Quite a few people were disappointed 


the pool had been eliminated from the 
plan," Symbal added.'

need never worry about Sam going off to 
feather another's nest, because the Cana- 
da Goose mates for life.

of their touching and romantic story. Af- 
ter the death of one of the pair, the other 
remains "a loner" to the end of his days. 


In a simple way, these creatures ap- 


pear to find a nearly complete happiness 
with each other. 


Millie is also fortunate since she can. 


completely trust Sam to take an activt" 
role in raising the new goslings.

Very, very soon now Millie will become 


Mother Goose again . . . and maybe after 
the kids get a little older Sam will have a 
chance to work on his golf swing.

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New 6No-Fault' Bill To Be Introduced 


SPRINGFIELD (UP1) - A new "no- 


fault" auto insurance bill that would g{ve 
Illinois its first mandatory care insur- 
ance law but could save policyholders as 
much as 27 per cent of their current pre- 
mium costs will be introduced by House 
Republicans. 


Rep. 
Don Moore, R-Midiothlan, who 


will sponsor the measure, and House 
Speaker W. Robert Blair, R-Park Forest, 
explained the bill at a news conference. 


The bill was hurried into final shape 


after the Illinois Supreme Court handed 
down an opinion Monday finding an ear- 
lier no-fault law unconstitutional on sev- 
eral grounds. 


One of those grounds was that not all 


vehicles would have been Included under 
the terms of the old law, which could 


lead to inequities. Moore's bill would 
solve that problem in a section that "re- 
quires compulsory no-fault insurance for 
all motor vehicles," 'which the two repre- 
sentatives said would be the first time 
the state required all cars to be insured. 


OTHER FEATURES include medical 


benefits up to $10,000, as opposed to 
$2,000 in the bill struck down by the 
court; compensation for loss of wages up 
to $750 a month, and a provision that an 
injured motorist or pedestrian may sue 
for additional damages only when "eco- 
nomic loss exceeds $10,000 or where pain 
and suffering exceed $5,000." 


Moore said he feels the abolition of 


compensation for "pain and suffering" of 
less than $5,000 is one of the key features 
of his bill, along with a provision that 


payments from Blue Cross or similar 
programs will be subtracted from the 
auto insurance payments. 


"While the total no-fault proposals 


have yet to prove themselves cost-wise," 
he said, "it seems clear that bills such as 
Illinois courts recently struck down are 
practically useless in terms of any mean- 
ingful reform of the system. 


"In addition to the constitutional ques- 


tions, the law provided no real check on 
recovery or pain and suffering, nor did it 
reduce benefits to the extent they are re- 
covered elsewhere — the two major fac- 
tors contributing to high insurance 
costs." 


BOTH BLAIR and Moore said they 


hope Illinois insurance costs,' if their plan 
is enacted, can be cut as much as in 


No Fault Insurance Concept Still Alive 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The recent Illinois 


Supreme Court decision declaring the 
state's no fault automobile insurance law 
unconstitutional is only an interruption in 
the advance of the no fault concept, ac- 
• cording to the Illinois Insurance Informa- 
tion Committee. 


"The insurance industry shares what is 


the apparent conviction of the Illinois De- 
partment of Insurance that some form of 
no fault automobile insurance is inevi- 
table in Illinois and that the Supreme 


Court decision may have provided guide- 
posts for its realization," the committee 
chairman, Thomas F. Reynolds, said 
Tuesday. 


Reynolds said companies writing auto 


insurance in Illinois were living up to 
their contract responsibilities under no 
fault insurance policies issued last Jan. 
1. But he warned that the state Supreme 
Court's ruling would affect the premiums 
of future no fault policies. 


"The public should be aware that the 


Supreme Court decision eliminates the 
yardstick to limit recovery in personal 
injury suits — the element which made 
inexpensive no fault coverage an eco- 
nomic possibility," he said. "Because of 
this factor, the voluntary no fault offer- 
ings being extended to new and renewal 
business necessarily require some addi- 
tional premium." 


He said all policy holders have the pro- 


tection of their present no fault policies 
until the policies expire.

In that state, they said, rates have 


dropped 27 per cent and the state De- 
partment of Insurance has filed suit 
against the insurance companies to have 
them lowered further. 


A staff aide to Blair said one of- the 


major cost savings of no-fault,- •besides 
those Moore outlined, "is that you're giv- 
ing up the right to sue up to certain lim- 
its." That feature, he explained means 
fewer legal fees and delays. 
' 
' 


Instead of those suits, an injured mo- 


torist covered by no-fault applies directly 
to his insurance company for com- 
pensation. His company pays him imme- 
diately and directly, without finding of 
fault in the accident or legal action. 


Moore's bill would require that those 


payments be made monthly and would 
impose penalties on insurance companies 
that fell behind in making them. 


MOORE SAID the Supreme Court held 


the old law unconstitutional "for two 
primary reasons: (1) It limited damages 
recoverable by persons not under the no 
fault program, and (2) the arbitration 
procedure in the law violated two sec- 
tions of the state constitution. 


"This bill meets both, of those objec- 


tions by, respectively, extending no-fault 
coverage to all types of vehicles, and it 
does not contain any of the type of arbi- 
tration rejected by the court." 


Blair said the bill has been in prepara- 


tion since the Supreme Court announced 
March 23 that it had found the old law 
unconstitutional. 
He 
said 
he 
was 


"pleased that our staff was able to an- 
ticipate the grounds" for that finding, 
which were announced Monday. 


Asked if his staff had contacted any 


insurance companies before completing 
the bill, Blair said he is "interested in 
passing a bill that would benefit the 
people of this state. Naturally we're not 
going to talk to the insurance companies 
because they have an interest in this 
bill."

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Nature's 'Special Effects' 
Dramatize Her Flood Tale 


Unscheduled special effects made Mrs. 


Charles Strobel's dilemma even more 
poignant as she appeared Tuesday eve- 
ning before the Schaumburg Village 
Board of Trustees. 


As lightning flashed and rain pelted the 


large windows in Great Hall, Mrs. Stro- 
be) told the trustees of nearly two years 
of sewage backups in her house in Tim- 
bererest subdivision. 


There were times, she said, when wa- 


ter, saturated with raw sewage, covered 
her eomplete lower floor. 


The most recent episode was Sunday 


morning when the Strobel toilets erupted 
again leaving "knee-high" water in a 
ground-floor bedroom. At that time. Mrs. 
Strobel said she decided to begin her pro- 
gram of "harassment" to get the prob- 
lem investigated and resolved. 


THE RESIDENT at i Treebark Ct. in 


Schaumburg said she has repeatedly 
complained to the village and to Morwell 
Builders, the developers of Timbercrest. 
All. she contended, to no avail. 


Mrs. Strobel feels there must either be 


a building violation involved in her re- 
curring troubles or there is something 
radically wrong with the entire Tim- 
bererest sewer system. 


She explained she can neither afford a 


lawyer to get satisfaction nor can she 
afford an extensive plumbing bill to dis- 
cover the problem. The family also is 
getting pretty tired, she said, of the 


"odor" caused by the backups. 


"The only course I have is harass- 


ment," she said. "I consider it (the back- 
ups) to be a health hazard and it will be 
damaging financially if we try to sell the 
house " 


SHE REQUESTED that village engi- 


neers, preferably in collaboration with a 
Morwell representative, come to her 
residence and investigate the problem 
. . . and immediately. 


Mrs, Strobel said she has been com- 


plaining about the problem to the village 
and Morwell for months without satisfac- 
tion. 
- 


"It will take an engineer to find out the 


problem" and determine responsibility, 
she said. 


The trustees told her a village engineer 


would be on the scene as soon as possible 
. . . probably within a day or two. The 
village also would contact Morwell about 
the problem and request cooperation, the 
trustees added. 


VILLAGE ADMIN. John Costo said, to 


his knowledge, there are no other resi- 
dences in Timbercrest experiencing the 
type of problem explained by Mrs. Stro- 
bel. 


Mrs. Strobel said she does not know of 


another instance of recurring sewage 
backups in Timbercrest. 


"However there is a great deal of 


flooding, with water coming through 
walls in people's homes," she claimed. 


What! Knocking A Church- 
Ripley Won't Believe It

The comparison is all too obvious. 


Protesting construction of a church is 
akin to knocking apple pie, motherhood 
and the flag. 


In fact Peter Pishotta, president of the 


Meadow Knolls Homeowners Association, 
was painfully aware of the comparison 
as he protested a proposal to construct 
an American Lutheran Church at Wise 
Road and Thornwood Drive during Tues- 
day's Schaumburg Village Board meet- 
ing. 


Pishotta. after apologizing profusely 


for appearing to oppose the church, said 
that he "personally" cannot approve the 
parking the church is requesting for its 
congregation. 


"I strenuously object to the parking in 


the cul-de-sac between $40,000 houses." 
he declared, all the time emphasizing he 
is not against the church per se. 


The church is seeking village approval 


to construct its building on three lots 
fronting Wise Road. It has also pur- 
chased three additional lots fronting 
Niagara Avenue and Thornwood Circle, 
the cul-de-sac mentioned by Pishotta. 
Pishotta lives at Niagara and Thornwood 
Drive near three of the lots being sug- 
gested for parking. 
' ANOTHER REASON the church pur- 
chased the additional three lots (aside 
for future parking) was to comply with a 
v i l l a g e ordinance requiring local 
churches to establish themselves on land 
amounting to a minimum of three acres. 


Noting this. Pishotta tossed a bomb- 


shell into Tuesday's proceeding. As the 
board prepared to act on a plan commis- 
sion recommendation that the church be 


given permission to build at the site, the 
Meadow Knolls resident declared: 


"Unfortunately 
the church 
doesn't 


have adequate acreage." 


Pishotta then stated the total of the six 


lots is 2.86, about .14 of an acre short of 
the three-acre village restriction Pish- 
otta explained he had an independent 
land surveyor survey the lots and pro- 
duced written verification of the surve- 
yor's findings, 


"I am as shocked as anybody," stated 


the Rev. Don Johnson, mission director 
of the proposed church to be called Lord 
of Life Lutheran Church. "We were told 
we had three acres." The church has 200 
members and is set to begin immediately 
after getting village permission. 


"THE CHURCH PROPOSES to Stick 


to the intent of the city ordinance," the 
Rev. Mr. Johnson said". The pastor noted 
the church readily agreed to a number of 
stipulations imposed by the plan commis- 
sion including installing shrubbery to 
properly "screen" the parking areas 
from 
residences, guaranteeing 
there 


would be no egress or ingress to Niagara 
from the lot approved for paved parking 
and returning to the village for per- 
mission to develop the two remaining 
lots. 


The trustees conceded Pishotta had a 


"valid point" if his, figures are accurate. 
They instructed the Rev Mr Johnson to 
double check the church's land pur- 
chases to legally ascertain if it has three 
acres, 


If Pishotta is correct, the proposal will 


have to be taken to the Schaumburg Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals for a variation, the 
trustees said.

Twp. Official: 
Welfare h Here Too

Citing an increase in welfare families 


in Schaumburg Township from 54 in 1970 
to 112 in 1971, Township Supervisor Ver- 
non Laubenstein Friday night explained 
one portion of his job — general assis- 
tance administration. 


"We've got problems of poverty in 


those nice homes of Hoffman Estates, 
S c h a u m b u r g , Hanover Park and 
Roselle," said Laubenstein. 


"There can be and are severe pockets 


of poverty, real areas of need, in 
Schaumburg Township," he said, adding, 
"welfare is that close." 


Other people tell Laubenstein "it's un- 


believable that there can be poor people" 
living in the expensive homes of the 
area, he said, but 112 families did re- 
ceive welfare aid, "and there were a lot 
more who applied who I said 'no' to " 


LAUBENSTEIN said he had developed 


a routine for all applicants for aid He 
first tells them to "stand up," and asks 
"before I help you, will you go to work if 
I get you a job7" 


Laubenstein talked about families that 


have received aid from the township, 
which distributes aid on a temporary 
basis until persons can be processed for 
placement on county rolls 


Among the cases he cited were two 


young couples, both living in apartments, 
who could not pay their rent when it fell 
due "We don't have any low-income 
housing in our community," he noted 
Both the wives were pregnant and nei- 
ther of the husbands had been able to 
find jobs. Laubenstein had them apply 
for work with an insurance firm One 
tested high enough to be hired as a com- 
puter trainee and has been extremely 
successful, recently receiving a $50- 
a-week raise, he said. 


"I believe in getting people off welfare 


rolls and onto payrolls," said Laubens- 
tein He said Donald Totten, candidate 
for state representative, had helped him 
employ some men with the state highway 
department, where Totten works. 


LAUBENSTEIN also told of the father 


of four children, who had spent 18 
months in a tuberculosis sanitarium and 
was unable to find work after his re- 
lease. The man's wife had lost one baby, 
and a second child was ill with asthma 
and double pneumonia, and was hospital- 
ized 21 days Laubenstein said he helped 
the man obtain assistance from the state 
to pay medical bills.

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Big Money Involved In Education Bills In Springfield 


by BETSY BROOKER 


Money will be the key issue in many of 


the education bills submitted to the Leg- 
islature this session 


Taking top priority wilt be Gov. Rich- 


ard B. Ogilvle's proposal to spend $183 
billion on education, an increase of $90 
million from this year's budget 


State Supt of Public Instruction Mi- 


chael Bakalts has called for a $207 mil- 
lion Increase in general assistance to 
schools as a first step in a three-year 
program to bring state funding up to 50 
per cent of local costs 


To better gear state appiopriations to 


local needs, the state education office 
has also proposed a "financial planning" 
bill. The bill requires local districts to 
file anticipated expenditures for the com- 
ing year with the state office to be for- 
warded to the Legislature In essence, 
the bill is a budget tool. 


ANOTHER MAJOR bill coming from 


the state education office is the "full- 
year school incentive" bill It provides a 
total budget of $150.000 to be distributed 
to districts studying 'the feasibility of a 
full year school. 


Revision of the state aid formula to 


end present disparities will be proposed 
by ED-RED, a suburban school district 
cooperative organized to promote legisla- 
tion. Presently unit districts (com- 
bination of elementary and high school 
grades) receive more aid from the state 
than dual districts (separation of ele- 
mentary and high school grades). Local 
dual districts want the aid equalized. 


Districts belonging to ED-RED also 


are calling for an increase in the build-

While the Cook County assessor's office 


is determining property valuations, two 
other governmental agencies are in- 
volved in processes which ultimately af- 
feet the property tax bill. 


This year there are 575 taxing districts 


in the county which actually levy taxes. 
Each of those must file, with the county 
clerk's office, its revenue requirements 
to meet its expenditures for all services 
and improvements, including expenses 
and salaries. 


When the clerk's office receives the fi- 


nal assessment figures from the county 
assessor's office, including those adjust- 
ed by the Board of (tax) Appeals, it for- 
wards the records to the revenue division 
of the state Department of Local Govern- 
ment Affairs. 


The state revenue officials compare to- 


tal valuations of all 102 Illinois counties 
in relation to other factors, such as real 
estate sales. From these comparisons the 
Department of Local Government Affairs 
determines a factor percentage, known 
as the "equalization factor," which is 
used to bring assessed valuation through- 
out the state up to a common denomina- 
tor. 


The equalization factor is a multiplier 


which Is applied to the valuations pre- 
pared by the county assessor. It is used 
to attempt to provide Inter-county equal- 
ization by providing some standard- 
ization of the assessments borne by tax- 
payers in various counties. 


Effectively, it raises the assessed valu- 


ation on a piece of property. Thus, when 
the state computations generate a higher 
factor, assessed valuations increase. And 
so do the taxes. 


THE EQUALIZATION factor for Cook 


County this year is 1.59, the same figure 
used last year. 


Using the standard example of a home 


assessed by the county at $10,000, the 
county's data processing division mul- 
tiplies $10.000 by the 1.59 state equal- 
ization factor to calculate the "equalized 
assessed valuation." In the example that 
would be $15,900. 


Cook County Clerk Edward J. Barrett 


explained. "The equalized valuation is 
computed by our office and extended to 
arrive at the tax rate." 
• The process involves a basic mathema- 
tical formula using the taxing body's 
levy, filed earlier with the county clerk, 
and the total assessed valuation within 
that taxing district, 


To arrive at the tax rate, the clerk's 


office divides the levy by the total as- 
sessment and multiplies by 100. 


The total rate on the individual tax 


bill, however, Is the sum of several 
rates, for property owners are subject to 
the levies of a number of various taxing

After the tax rate is established the 


clerk's office is ready to prepare the in- 
dividual tax bills. 


THE AMOUNT BILLED to the individ- 


ual property owner is calculated by mul- 
tiplying the total tax rate on the parcel 
by the equalized assessed valuation and 
then dividing by 100 (representing $100 
per assessed valuation). 


Using a tax rate for parts of Arlington 


Heights last year of 7.47, for example, 
the owner of a home with an equalized 
valuation of $10,000 would be billed $747 
($10,000 times 7.47 divided by 100). 


The bills are then forwarded to the 


county treasurer's office for mailing and 
later collection. 


The bill this year will be due in two 


installments, the first payable by June 1, 
the second Sept. l. Next year the county 
will institute a new, four-installment pay- 
ment plan.

Cullerton Urges Quest For 
A Iternate Revenue Sources 


Cook County Assessor P. J. Cullerton 


Monday reiterated his position .that the 
skyrocketing property tax rates that 
have been issued and announced by the 
Cook County Clerk's office in recent 
weeks indicate that the property tax has 
reached its limit as the primary source 
of revenue for the financing of local gov- 
ernment and particularly the schools. 


"The sole reason for the continued un- 


bearable climb in property taxes is the 
increased cost of operation of local gov- 
ernment and the schools," Cullerton 
said. 


"1 urge all public officials and civic 


leaders to join me in a meaningful quest 
for alternate sources of revenue to re- 
lieve the property owners in our commu- 
nity of the onerous burden of property 
taxes," Cullerton said. 


IN A RELATED action, Thomas M. 


Tully, Cullerton's chief deputy assessor, 
announced that the assessor's Depart- 
ment of Taxpayers Assistance, estab- 
lished one year ago in order to help prop- 
erty owners better understand the prop- 
erty taxation system in Cook County, 
was again in full operation. 


"Our Department of Taxpayer Assis- 


tance was established to open lines of 
communication further with property 
owners throughout the county," Tully 
said. 


"We want to help taxpayers better un- 


derstand the process of local taxation, 
and particularly help them understand 
the least understood and most difficult of 
all taxes, the real estate property tax," 
Tully added. 


Tully said that no other agency in gov- 


ernment has taken upon itself the task of 
a Department of Taxpayer Assistance. 


Neither the state, county, or local gov- 


ernments have made efforts toward tax- 
payer education in terms of the property 
tax, he said. 


TULLY SAID THAT the assessor's De- 


partment of Taxpayer Assistance is man- 
ned by 20 hearing officers, many of 
whom have been recruited by the asses- 
sor's office during the last year in its 
effort to professionalize the staff. 


"Our department of Taxpayer Assis- 


tance deals only with assessed valuation 
of property for taxation purposes," Tully 
said. "The assessor has no responsibility 
for local tax rates. We neither set tax 
rates nor collect tax monies." 


Tully noted that during its peak period, 


just prior to the first installment of the 
real estate property tax bill June 1, the 
assessor's Department of Taxpayer As- 
sistance will service up to 1,000 property 
owners in one day and will handle addi- 
tional thousands of telephone calls from 
taxpayers on a special bank of tele- 
phones installed in the department. 


The department of Taxpayer Assis- 


tance is located in Room 301 of the Coun- 
ty Building, 118 N. Clark St., Chicago. No 
appointments are necessary. 


Taxpayers may also telephone the spe- 


cial number — 321-8920 — or may write 
to the assessor in care of the County 
Building. 


The hours for the department of Tax- 


payer Assistance are 9 a.m., to 4:30 
p.m., Monday through Friday. The de- 
partment also will be open Saturday 
mornings from 9 a.m. until noon until 
further notice.

Legal Technology Course Offered 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The United 


States, according to recent congressional 
testimony, is facing an energy crisis 
caused by fuel shortages. 


We are, for example, draining off re- 


ierves of oil and gas faster than new 
supplies can be discovered. 


As Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. 


Morton metaphorically put it, "The 
gauge is below half full and we don't 
know where the next gas station is." 


Why are not people more alarmed 


about this? For suppose the next station, 
if and when we find it, is closed. Or we 
don't see the exit sign in time to turn off 
the highway. 


Without fuel, how will those of us in the 


colder climes survive the winter? We 
can't all move to Florida, 


The situation clearly calls for frenzy in 


the streets, accompanied by weeping and 
wailing and renting of garments. 


IN OLDEN TIMES, people always re- 


acted to distressing news by renting gar- 
ments. The men would rent tuxedos and 
the women mink coats. But the energy 
crisis finds everyone strangely calm. 


This could mean that most people 


now own their own tuxedos, Or it could 
mean they assume that somebody in the 
government is handling the matter. 


In connection with the latter point, per- 


haps you noticed a rather significant 
coincidence. It was during the congres-' 
sional energy hearings last week that 
President Nixon made his official visit to 
Canada. 


Putting two and two together, I have 


concluded that one of the reasons Nixon 
went to Canada was to discuss a trade 
agreement under which the Eskimos will 
supply us with blubber and seal oil when 


we finally run out of fuels. 


The Eskimos use seal oil lamps for 


heat and light, and there's no reason we 
couldn't do the same. That, of course, 
would not entirely take the place of elec- 
tric appliances.

A career program in-Legal Technology 


to be offered next fall at Harper College 
in Palatine is the first program of its 
kind to be developed at an Illinois Com- 
munity College, according to C. Patrick 
Lewis, chairman of Harper's Social Sci- 
ence Division. 
• " . . . 
' 


"In fact," said Lewis, "Harper is the 


fourth community college in the United 
States to present a two year associate 
degree and one-year certificate program 
in legal technology." 


The program, which will prepare stu- 


dents for employment as technically 
qualified assistants to lawyers (para-pro- 
fessionals), is sponsored by the Chicago 
Bar Foundation and has been developed 
in conjunction with the Chicago Bar As- 
sociation. 


"An advisory committee composed of 


lawyers and other legal experts has 
worked with us in the development of a 
•high quality curriculum," Lewis ex- 
plained. "We hope that -the curriculum 
will become a prototype." 


THE TWO-YEAR associate degree Le- 


gal Technology, program is designed to 
prepare men and women to perform var- 
ied tasks in a law office such as probate 
matters, preparation of tax forms and 
returns, and searching public and court 
records. Other tasks would be office 
management, library' service, book- 
keeping, serving and filing legal docu- 
ments, and preparing legal forms. 


The one-year certificate program pro- 


vides specialized education for those cur- 
rently employed. Fifteen credit hours in 
courses selected from the Legal Tech- 


nology curriculum constitute the require- 
ments of the certificate program. 


"Our first classes will be held in the 


late afternoons or evenings," Lewis said, 
"so that employed persons will be able to 
attend." 


The Legal Technology 
curriculum 


deals with law in the areas of business, 
real estate and family, as well as gener- 
al law. Other courses include accounting, 
business writing, introduction to psy- 
chology, legal research, litigation, in- 
troduction to data processing, and in- 
come taxation. 


The program was developed after ex- 


tensive research showed a need and 
feasibility for training in the Legal Tech- 
nology field. 


H A R P E R COLLEGE Board of 


Trustees approved the Legal Technology 
program March 9, and it has been sub- 
mitted to the Illinois Junior College 
Board for consideration. The final offi- 
cial step, approved by the Illinois Board 
of Education, is expected in June. 


Other two-year associate degree career 


programs to be offered this September 
for the first time at Harper College are 
Air Conditioning and Refrigeration, Med- 


ical Office Assistant and Medical Labo- 
ratory Technician. 


New one-year certificate programs will 


include the related careers of Medical 
Transcriptionist, Air Conditioning and 
Refrigeration and Operating Boom Tech- 
nician. Others are Food Service Manage- 
ment and General Office Assistant. 


These programs will be added to the 


already wide range of 20 associate de- 
gree and 21 certificate career programs 
currently in operation under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Robert Cormack, dean of ca- 
reer programs at Harper College.

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The third stamp In the U.S. National 


Park Series commemorates Hawaii's his- 
toric City of Refuge and will be issued 
May 3 with first day ceremonies at Ho- 
naunau, Hawaii. 


The City of Refuge is an ancient sanc- 


tuary for taboo breakers or victims of 
wars. It is on a lava ledge on the south- 
western part of the island of Hawaii. 


The 11 cent air mail stamp, designed 


by Paul Rabut of Westport, Conn., dep- 
icts a wooden statue of one of the Ki'i, 
the old gods of Hawaii. In the back- 
ground is a palisaded temple. 


Surly, awesome gods of wood protected 


the disturbed people who came to the 
City of Refuge, These early Hawaiians 
sometimes were fleeing from enemies, 
but more often they had broken the 


kapu. an aboriginal Ten Commandments, 
and had come to seek purification from 
the temple priests. The taboo breakers 
stayed only a few hours or overnight, 
then returned home in peace. 


The City of Refuge was protected on 


two sides by the ocean and on two sides 
by a peat wall, believed to have been 
built in 1550. The wall was about 10 feet 
high and 17 feet wide and was construct- 
ed of stones without mortar. 


Within the City of Refuge National His- 


torical Park is the mausoleum of King 
Kamehameha the Great who united the 
islands Into one kingdom about 1800. 


The 180-acre park was established in 
1961.

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First Day covers per se are no longer 


the private preserve of the philatelist. 
PNC 
(Philatelic-Numismatic 
Com- 


bination) covers displaying coins or med- 
als with postal cancellations attesting to 
their authenticity, now command all the 
attention of collectors all over the world. 


Anyone can make a PNC cover, and 


the more unique it is, the more attention 
it will demand. But the ultimate value 
depends on the popularity of the subject 
matter; the limited edition issued and 
the situation under which the cover was 
acquired or produced. 


In every case the postmark and the 


date is the key. It must coincide pre- 
cisely with the date of the celebrated 
event. 


The envelope illustrated meets all ol 


these requirements, It commemorates an 
event of international significance. It 
was produced in quantities of fewer than 
1,000 pieces, and the date stamp shows it 
to be a true specimen. A President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon medal behind the trans- 
parent window puts it in the PNC cate- 
gory. 


WHAT MAKES this particular cover 


extremely unique are the conditions un- 
der which it was acquired. It was vir- 
tually made and brought out of Red 
China under the threat of death. 


The Peoples Republic of China strictly 


prohibits the removal of so much as one 
coin from within her borders, or the 
bringing in of other than what they refer 
to as "acceptable currency." Even this 
is exchanged at the border for Chinese 
currency. 


Consequently, coin and stamp collec- 


ting is limited to souvenirs of national 
events, and the possession of scarce or 
rare coins or stamps is considered con- 
trary to the welfare of the state, a capi- 
tal offense punishable in some cases by 
death. 


John Powell of Postmarked History, 


Inc., Panama City, Fla., was fully aware 
of the dangers involved in trying to pro- 
cure a First Day cover of President Nix- 
on's visit to Red China, but he also was 
aware of the potential value of such an 
item should the venture prove successful. 
It went off without a hitch, and this is 
how it was done. 


He decided to rely completely on the 


assistance of an oriental friend in the In- 
dochina area. 


THE AGENT made contact with a for- 


mer avid philatelic collector within Red 
China who agreed to have the envelopes 
made, stamped and cancelled at the 
postoffice in Canton. 


Powell's agent crossed into mainland 


China on a business pass, not once but 
twice, bringing back 500 first Day enve- 
lopes on each return trip, well concealed 
under his coat. 


The postmark reads "Kwantung Prov- 


ince" above the date of "1972-2-21" (Feb. 
21, 1972) the date of President Nixon's 
arrival in Red China. The characters be- 
low the date indicate the cancelling city 


to be "Canton." 


Once this reaches the attention of Chi- 


nese government officials, .it would be 
my guess, no First Day covers will be 
coming out'of that country for some 
time.

A New Start 
For Oakton 


Glad To Get Outa There 


Now that the "battle's" ended at 


Oakton Community College in Mor- 
ton Grove, it's time to begin the 
"war." 


The "battle" involved a ceme- 


tery, the Illinois Junior College 
Board, the residents of Niles and 
Maine Townships and the seven 
members of the college's board of 
trustees. 


The trustees had hopes to build 


the college's permanent campus on 
a vacant 103-aere slice off Mary- 
hill Cemetary in Niles. The Chicago 
Catholic Archdiocese said no to the 
purchase offer, the Junior College 
Board said yes, then no. It was a 
hotly debated topic throughout the 
two townships. 


Now. thanks to the April 8 school 


board elections, the issue appears to 
be dead. By a 4-3 vote, the Oakton 
board last week agreed to drop a 
suit challenging the Junior College 
Board's rejection of the site. 


So. board committees will exam- 


ine a list of 22 possible locations for 
another site — and consider a date 
lor a referendum to raise the local 
contribution for the permanent 
campus. 


The "war" remains, however. It 


will be very peaceful compared to 
the fracas over the cemetery site; 
it is the college's future struggle to 
find a site and to become a full- 
fledged member of the Niles-Maine 
community. 


Oakton. like any institution, re- 


quires a certain amount of time to 
sink its roots deep into the turf and 
become a community member — 
or a member of The Estab- 
lishment, if you choose to call it 
that. 


Its growth is hindered by the 


very nature of community colleges 


in Illinois — they're somewhat akin 
to intellegent but almost "poor 
cousins" of the Illinois public edu- 
cational system. 


We're not arguing they aren't vi- 


tal; rather, community colleges 
we're created long after elementa- 
ry and high school districts were 
established. 


It's easy to identify with grade 


schools and high schools — and 
thus easier to support them, al- 
though reluctantly, when referenda 
are held. The community colleges, 
such as Oakton or Harper in Pala- 
tine, may be geographically dis- 
tant and seemingly irrelevant — 
unless you have college-age chil- 
dren. 


To win the "war?" Work hard 


to let the public know that the col- 
lege exists and that it performs an 
absolutely essential role for our 
men and women. Harper College's 
growth has required a strenuous 
effort in that direction — and, 
somehow, the public never seems 
to care enough. That's sad, but un- 
derstandable and predictable. 


Oakton gained a "negative un- 


i t y ' 1 t h r o u g h t h e cemetery 
squabble — a unity which, we 
hope, can be directed towards 
backing the college and renewing 
t h e search for a permanent 
campus. 


The board won't be "unified" on 


the cemetery issue by the results 
of the April 8 election. There re- 
main differences, but these are im- 
portant to allow a broad range of 
creative ideas. The common goals 
of physical and intellectual growth, 
however, must unify the board — 
and ease narrow differences — if 
Oakton is to prosper. It will be a 
difficult task, but we believe the 
board is up to the challenge.

Unbalancing The Dem Ticket

Among the people who woke up on the 


day after the primary election and found 
themselves with one of those strange 
bedfellows you hear about in politics was 
Daniel Walker, Democratic nominee for 
governor. 


Walker, of course, found that he had 


inherited Neil Hartigan as his running 
mate. Hartigan, who was Paul Simon's 
election ally in the primary campaign 
against Walker and lieutenant governor 
candidate Neal Eckart of Carbondale, 
probably was equally startled when he 
pulled back the covers. 


There is a certain irony in the pairing 


of the two men who were on separate 
slates in the primary, especially consid- 
ering the unique role which Lt. Gov. Sim- 
on has filled as a Democratic lieutenant 
to a Republican governor. 


Simon will forever be a footnote in Illi- 


nois history as the only man ever elected 
to that position with a member of the 
opposite party as chief executive. 


The fact that members of opposing 


slates won the two top positions in the 
Democratic primary is due to the in- 


eptitude of the state legislature. Just 
months ago, the legislators passed a law 
to prevent a recurrence of the Ogilvie- 
Simon phenomenon, but declined to de- 
sign it so that whomever was nominated 
for governor by the two major parties 
would be assured of having their own 
candidates as running mates. 


The obvious effect of the nomination of 


Walker and Hartigan was to upset the 
geographic balance traditionally sought 
by gubernatorial candidates in picking 
their running partners. 


Walker is from Deerfield and has 


strong ties to Chicago in the minds of 
many. He therefore selected downstater 
Eckart to offset the Chicago association. 


Downstater Simon likewise was com- 


pelled by geography to select a Chica- 
goan. 


So Walker is not only lacking a down- 


starter on the ticket, he also finds himself 
linked on the ballot with a candidate 
whose qualifications were tailored to the 
needs of the man he defeated in the 
primary election. 


Having based his primary campaign 


chiefly on opposition to the rule of Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley, Walker 
now has as a running mate a protege of 
the mayor. 


How he will treat Hartigan as the num- 


ber two man on the ballot may have 
been indicated last week by his demand 
that Hartigan and two other Democratic 
candidates hand in their resignations as 
ward committeemen in Chicago. 


Walker apparently made this public 


demand without prior consultation with 
either Hartigan, U. S. Rep. Roman Pu- 
cinski, candidate for the U. S. Senate, or 
Sen. Thomas Lyons, running for re-elec- 
tion. 


Walker of course is aware that he will

Even if he spends four years 
in Springfield as lieutenant governor, 
Hartigan, at 33, must look forward to a 
return to Chicago for whatever political 
aspirations he may have. 


It would appear that very little will be 


heard frpm Hartigan in this campaign.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The country's 


retailers have found a miniature gold 
mine in the nature and health food busi- 
ness. 


rtot only has the number of nature food 


shop* increased from 1,200 in 1968 to 
around 3,000 now, but many supermarket 
chains are starting to install nature food 
departments. 


The research firm, Arthur D. Little 


Inc. of Cambridge, Mass., says the na- 
ture business rose from $140 million to 
$200 million in 1971 and should double 
this year. 


Started about 20 yean ago by so-called 


food faddists, the nature business began 
to take off with rising public concern 
about ecological contamination of vege- 
tables, fruits and meats by chemical fer- 
tilizers, antibiotics and pesticides. 


P E O P L E BECAME apprehensive 


when they read or heard stories of arse- 
nie traees in chickens, mercury in fish 
and DDT in almost everything. 


Many began growing nature foods, 


calling them organic foods, eschewing all 
fertilizers except natural animal man- 
ures and humus and rejecting nursery 
seeds from plants that had been sub- 
jected to inorganic fertilizers and pesti- 
cides. Such organic farms are found 
largely in the Eastern states and on the 


West Coast, but the movement is spread- 
ing to middle America. 


Some dairymen in the Middle West 


now are offering organically produced 
milk, cheese and butter. Poultrymen are 
producing broilers and eggs guaranteed 
to be free of inorganic contamination. 


People pay price differentials any- 


where from 20 to 100 per cent for these 
organic nature foods, Arthur D. Little's 
researchers discover, and sales are 
growing. 


FEAR IS BY no means the only or 


even the basic sales appeal. Many cus- 
tomers insist organic foods taste better 
and are more nutritious than foods 
grown with chemical fertilizer and pesti- 
cide. Professional nutritionists 
argue 


violently over this but the Little re- 
searchers concluded there is no real 
proof that organic foods actually are 
more nutritious than their straight com- 
mercial counterparts. 


Since no artificial flavorings and color- 


ings are permitted under creed of the 
organic food purists, there's a premium 
in rapid high price transportation of the 
products and the retail shelf life of some 
of them is short. 


The nature food stores seek to offset 


this by offering some foods that are not 
traditional but are easy to keep in their 
natural state such as seaweed, lentils, 
some dried grains and beans.

Smith Stock Split 
State Farm Reports 


Directors of A. 0. Smith Corp. author- 


ized a 2 for 1 split of the company's $5 
par value common stock and also in- 
creased the quarterly cash dividend paid 
to common stockholders. 


L. B. Smith, chairman and chief execu- 


tive officer, said the board of directors 
approved doubling the number of com- 
mon shares outstanding, from 2,519,749 to 
5,039,49$. Par value will not be changed. 


Smith said shareholders approval of 


the action is not necessary because the 
company was authorized In 1969 to issue 
up to 6.000,000 shares of common stock. 


The additional shares will be dis- 


tributed May 15 to shareholders of record 
April 28. 


The directors also voted to increase 


the regular quarterly dividend on com- 
mon stock by 1.8 cents a share, which is 
the near maximum allowed under the 
federal government's Cost of Living 
Council regulations. The new rate will be 
36.6 cents, up from the previous 35 cents, 
Smith said. 


The dividend is payable May 15, to 


shareholders of record April 28. Smith 
pointed out that the 36.8 cents a share 
dividend is payable on the number of 
shares outstanding before the split. 


The firm has a facility in Arlington 


Heights. 


State Farm Mutual reported 1971 sales 


of $1,834,741,231 and profit of $212,460,986, 
after federal taxes of $105,090,233. Pre- 
tax profits were $220,6 million from in- 
surance operations (after dividends to 
policyholders) and $96.9 million from in- 
v e s t m e n t s and other miscellaneous 
items. 


President Edward B. Rust said that 


"in light of this performance, we are 
continuing the policyholder dividend pro- 
gram inaugurated in mid-1971." Rust 
said that dividend program- resulted 
from "what has to be the most astound- 
ing turnaround in the history of the auto 
insurance business.

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Doctor Says

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a teen-age girl, 


17, desperate to know the possible causes 
of bad breath. Despite religious oral hy- 
giene — brushing and mouthwash after 
any food intake — I am still plagued by 
this. Could the presence of impacted 
teeth be a cause? Please help me if you 
are able; this is really hurting my social 
life. 


Dear Reader — I can well understand 


your distress but you have won half the 
battle. Many people don't know when 
they have bad breath. 


You are right in maintaining good oral 


hygiene but despite the toothpaste and 
mouthwash ads there are many other 
causes for bad breath. A diseased or in- 
fected tooth can cause the problem; in 
fact, any infection in the mouth can. An 
impacted tooth with infection though is 
not likely to be the cause. 


A chronic sinus infection can cause 


foul breath as can infected tonsils or any 
other infection of the respiratory tract. 
This includes the lungs. A number of dis- 
eases of the lungs permit pooling of se- 
cretions or give off bad odors. Of course, 
tobacco gives a characteristic odor and 
contributes to poor oral hygiene and 
sometimes to lung disease and sinusitis. 


The digestive tract is a frequent cause 


for bad breath. I don't mean con- 
stipation, although laxatives can be the 
culprit. Rarely, food may be trapped in 
the lower esophagus, giving off foul 
odors. Many of the disorders of the di- 
gestive tract resulting in bad breath are 
not serious and are often the result of an 
overaetive stomach and intestines. Anx- 
iety may contribute to the overacdvity. 
Gallbladder disease or anything that dis- 
turbs the normal digestive process can 
lead to bad breath. 


Some women develop bad breath just 


before and during their menstrual cycle; 
in fact, anything that changes the body 
chemistry can cause bad breath. After 


all, the body is a complex chemical fac- 
tory and like all chemistry laboratories 
does emit odors. 


Now what to daabout your problem? It 


is unlikely that you are going to be very 
successful in solving it yourself. You 
might feel that certain foods are particu- 
larly bad for you or if you smoke that 
stopping would relieve a chronic sinus 
condition causing bad breath, but you 
will probably need the help of a physi- 
cian. By starting at the mouth, checking 
the sinuses, the lungs and the digestive 
tract he can help you. 


Besides, you will save a lot of money 


that you are wasting on mouthwashes 
and gargles.

Dear Dr, Lamb — I'm 14 and have a 


fast heart lots of times, then it gets O.K. 
again. My teacher says you cured an as- 
tronaut of the same thing. Can I be 
cured? I can't play sports because my 
heart might beat fast. 


Dear Reader — It isn't possible to tell 


if you can prevent a heart from beating 
too fast or having an irregularity unless 
you know what causes the problem. 
Sometimes it is because the thyroid 
gland is overaetive and correcting this 
condition solves the problem. In a few 
cases it is because of something wrong 
with the heart. In many cases there is no 
apparent cause but medicine can still be 
taken to help with the problem. 


I hate to see you miss out on sports. If 


you haven't been to a heart specialist, 
why don't you see if your parents or 
teacher can help you arrange to see one?

draft, Instead, he's a unique part of just 
four students that will be representing 
the entire United States in a pre-Olympic 
gymnastics meet that features members 
of 20 other countries! 


Gary earned the ticket by capturing an 


astounding second in all-around com- 
petition in the recently concluded NCAA 
championships. Stanford's Steve Hug, the 
nation's top all-around collegiate champ 
accumulated 107.75 points and will ac- 
company Morava for the exclusive con- 
test. 


The two females composing the quartet 


of American entries, arc Kathy Rigby of 
California and Temple University's Joan 
Moore, both of whom will be coached by 
Bill Coco. 


Morava, a former Illinois all-around 


prep titlist while at Hersey High, contin- 
ued his gymnastics endeavors at South- 
ern Illinois University - the 1972 NCAA 


team champ. 


He accumulated 105.80 points in all- 


around at the NCAA tournament by vir- 
tue of compulsory and optional scores of 
18.175 in floor exercise and a fourth, an 
18.400 in vaulting and the championship, 
a sixth on parallel bars with a 15.850 and 
a fourth on horizontal bar with an 18.275. 


Other area products making their 


marks in the collegiate ranks included 
Benny Fernandez, formerly of Elk Grove 
and now of Indiana University who cap- 
tured fourth on the still rings with an 
18.050 total and Prospect grad Ken Barr 
who notched fourth on side horse with an 
18.325 sum for the University of Illinois. 


The U.S. contingent will remain in 


Russia for approximately nine days dur- 
ing the pre-olympic gathering. 


Gary is still among the 23 hopefuls who 


are alive for the Olympic1 Games. The 
field will be slashed to a mere dozen at 
the second Olympic trial at Berkeley and 
halved again at Maine West High School 
to the six-man delegation and one alter- 
nate who will take part in the world-wide 
festivities,

Easy Living Turning Into Killer Of Young Men 


by DAVID HENDIN 


NEW YORK - He died of a heart at- 
tack. 


"But he was so young." 
Those five words are being used more 


often these days in relation to death from 
heart attack and related heart disease. 
And spoken tersely, with pity and with 
fear, they tell the tale of the rapidly in- 
creasing incidence of heart disease 
among young men, and in fact all per- 
sons, in the United States and other "de- 
veloped" countries today. 


Among 2S to 44-year-old men the death 


rate from heart attacks rose 14 per cent, 
from 45.7 to $2 per 100.000 between 1950 
and 1967, the last year for which such 
statistics are available. During the same 
period the heart attack death rate for all 
men also rose. 


Why are we faced with an epidemic of 


heart disease today, especially among 
younger men? 


There Is no single answer; there are 


many answers, and many are yet to be 
learned by the scientists who even at this 
moment are seeking to unravel the 
tangle of thousands of pieces of data, to 
relate seemingly unrelated bits of infor- 
mation and to gather more. 


ALTHOUGH FINDING a cure for 


heart disease is important, it plays sec- 
ond fiddle to the severe need for the 
enactment of preventive measures. 


"A large number of the people who die 


of heart disease have no previous medi- 
cal findings and feel perfectly normal. 
Their first symptom is sudden death 
from a heart attack," explains Dr. Law- 
rence E. Lamb, one of the world's fore- 
most heart specialists and a nationally 
distributed medical columnist. 


"It is so important to have a pre- 


ventive program. You can't wait for the 
first symptom then treat it if the first 
symptom is death," he says. 


Chest pains and other • symptoms of 


heart attack, called a myocardial in- 
farction by scientists, were not accurate- 
ly identified until about 1900 when two 
German physicians found a relationship 
between the illness and changes in a 
patient's heart. 


In 1912, when a previously healthy 55- 


year-old man suffered a heart attack, 
Dr. James B. Herrick became the first 
American physician to actually describe 
the events of heart attack. 


"Although considered a medical rarity 


in 1912, this is now a common end to the 
American executive's career. In little

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more than 50 years the rare disease has 
become first commonplace and finally 
the expected," Dr. Lamb writes in his 
book, "Your Heart and How to Live With 
It." 


HE ADDS THAT the striking increase 


in heart disease represents a real in- 
crease. It is not simply that the disease 
existed early in the century and was not 
diagnosed until recently. 


"This is a new health problem associ- 


ated with our time. It has not cropped up 
because we have conquered all other dis- 
eases and this is one of the only ones 
left. Heart disease strikes too many 
young people in the prime of life," Dr. 
Lamb says. 


He attributes the epidemic mainly to 


today's living patterns. At the turn of the 
century cigarettes were not widely sold 
or used, people ate fewer calories, less 
food, less fatty food and exercised more. 


"There is a general tendency among 


American men to become fatter earlier 
in life. A 29 or 30 year old man is likely 
to be as fat as his parents or grand- 
parents were in their mid-40s. What this 
means is that as far as obesity is con- 
cerned middle age comes in the later 20s 
instead of the middle 40s," Dr. Lamb 
says 


FOR YEARS physicians have associ- 


ated heart disease with coronary athe- 
rosclerosis, fatty deposits in the coronary 
arteries. But it was thought to be a prob- 
lem associated with age, striking middle- 
aged and older men. During the Korean 
War and World War II, however, while 
doing autopsies on young men killed in 
battle, scientists found some startling re- 
sults. 


It was found that the "accumulation of 


fatty deposits in the arterial wall that 
ultimately leads to its blocking was pre- 
sent in over 77 per cent of these young 
men. In 10 per cent the process had al- 


ready blocked over 70 per cent of the 
opening of one or more of the major ar- 
teries. These diseased arteries were not 
those of sedentary middle-aged men, but 
those of young, apparently healthy indi- 
viduals, representing a group of Ameri- 
cans presumably in better than average 
health," Dr. Lamb explains. 


The San Antonio physician, formerly a 


Baylor University professor of medicine 
and a high ranking civilian cardiologist 
with NASA and the Air Force, recalls 
that one of his youngest cases of heart 
•attack was a 20 year old aviation cadet. 
"I've seen many young and healthy men 
in the Air Force flying population who 
had experienced heart attack before the 
age of 30." 


Thus even being a young man in good 


physical shape does not eliminate the 
possibility of heart attack. 


Young or old, however, the most com- 


mon cause for medical death in Ameri- 
can men is heart disease. In 1900 the top 
three causes of all deaths in the United 
States were tuberculosis, pneumonia and 


diarrhea and enteritis. In 1968 the top 
three killers were heart disease, cancer 
and cerebral hemorrhage (also a circu- 
latory ailment). 


In 1900, 137 of every 100,000 Americans 


died of heart disease. Today the figure 
has almost tripled to 373 per 100,000. 


Although many may say that increased 


stress has played a major role in this 
increase, Dr. Lamb disagrees to some 
extent. 


"I think it is a gross oversimplification 


to attribute the marked increase in heart 
disease simply to stress. After all, man 
has always been subject to stress and 
many of the long-lived people in our his- 
tory have had progressive personalities. 
Certainly Thomas Jefferson was a goal- 
oriented, aggressive man with leadership 
qualities, but he didn't die of heart at- 
tack," Dr. Lamb says. 


"It is our other living habits, smoking, 


eating too many fats and too many ca- 
lories, and leading sedentary lives that 
are killing us."

Don't wait until your lawn needs mow- 


ing to roll the mower out of the garage 
and see if it is in shape to use. Any lawn 
mower, power or hand, needs a spring 
check-up. Doing it ahead of time will 
mean it is ready to use when you need it. 
It also is likelier to get through the sum- 
mer without breaking down. 


Most people do not store their mowers 


properly in the fall. If you are like nearly 
everyone else your mower probably has 
a coating of dust and dirt and maybe 
even a little rust. 


Clean It thoroughly. Scrape away ac- 


cumulated grass clippings. 


If there is any fuel in the tank from 


last year, drain it. Don't take any chan- 
ces with it. Replace with fresh fuel. 


Power mowers have an air cleaner 


that should be cleaned regularly. Start 
the summer with a clean filter. Clean it 
out by rinsing it in kerosene or gasoline. 
Work in a well ventilated area and in a 
spot where there is no flame or chance of 
sparks.

Some mowers use an oil bath filter. 


Drain put the old oil and replace with 
fresh oil after first rinsing the parts. The 
filter element is generally soaked in 
clean oil and drained. 


If there is any doubt, check manufac- 


turers' instructions. 


Don't spoil that fresh spring growth by 


chewing it with a dull blade, or cropping 
it too close with a blade that is not ad- 
justed. 


Adjust for proper height and then 


make sure the blade is sharp. A rotary 
blade can be touched up with a file. If it 
goes dull quickly again, then it needs 
grinding. Since rotary blades are in- 
expensive, keep a spare on hand so that 
you always have a sharp blade to use. 


Reel type mowers get out of adjust- 


ment rather easily. Hold a sheet of news- 
paper between the reel and the knife 
blade. Turn the reel by hand. It should 
cut the paper along the full length of the 
knife. 


Adjust the knife if it doesn't. There are 


adjusting nuts or screws to do this. 


If your reel mower seems dull it may 


only need adjusting. If proper adjusting 
doesn't help then get the blades sharp- 
ened professionally. 


Oil and grease your mower before us- 


ing it. Go over all the oiling points. Use 
grease on the axle. Coat wheel gears 
with grease. Bearings should be oiled. 
Grease and oil from last year that has 
picked up dirt should be cleaned with a 
solvent. Lubricate these points over 
again. 


Tighten all nuts and bolts. A loose bait 


will shake right off from the vibrations 
once you start mowing.

Seek Interim Measures 


Chicago area home builders praised 


Governor Richard Ogilvie's newly an- 
nounced plan to prefinance sewage con- 
struction plants. 


The Home Builders Association of 


Greater Chicago (HBAGC) aiso called 
for mandatory implementation of interim 
treatment measures to halt continued re- 
strictions against home building; an- 
nounced plans to distribute free copies of 
a new manual prepared for the Federal 
Environmental Protection Agency to as- 
sist Dlinois treatment plant operators in 
adopting interim treatment procedures. 


The HBAGC said that while the Ogilvie 


financing plan may help resolve the long- 
range water quality problems, it won't 
eliminate a more immediate problem. 
"That problem which has existed for two 
years, has been a series of building bans 
t r i g g e r e d by overloaded treatment 
plants. Neither the governor's announce- 
ment nor the 18-month extension an- 
nounced on March 6 by the Illinois Pollu- 
tion Control Board for municipalities to 
complete advanced treatment facilities 
deals with this situation," said Robert K. 
Wlddleombe Jr., executive vice president 
of the HBAGC. 


"Even though the EPA pushed back 


the deadline for third-stage sewage treat- 
ment from July i. 1072 to Dec. 31, 1973, 
the July deadline for DO per cent efficien- 
cy is intact. Many communities will miss 
that target." said Widdicombe. "Officials 
are still disregarding the urgent need to 
recognize and require a plan for tech- 
nologically available interim measures. 


Until they do, hundreds of communities 
will continue to face legal action for non- 
compliance — one way or another — un- 
til permanent facilities have been pro- 
vided some years hence." 


The governor said the state will ad- 


vance about $165 million this year to pre- 
finance the federal government's share 
of sewage construction projects because 
Congress has not provided funds to clean 
up state waterways. 


The state funds will come from a $750 


million antipollution bond act approved 
in 1970 to pay the state's 25 per cent 
share of costs. The federal government 
was to pay 55 per cent and local commu- 
nities 20 per cent for sewage treatment 
facilities. Ogilvie said the state advance 
will be repaid when the promised federal 
funds become available. 


The builder group has already petition- 


ed for a change in the Environmental 
Protection Act of 1970 to mandate the 
use of interim treatment measures until 
permanent facilities can be built. 


The association offered complimentary 


copies of a new manual prepared by the 
Federal Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy to assist plant operators with interim 
procedures. The new document is titled: 
Process Design Manual for Upgrading 
Existing Wastewater Treatment Plants. 


In the past two years scores of Illinois 


communities have had moratoriums 
against additional sewer connections im- 
posed by the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency. These have led to con- 
struction delays or cancelations valued

in the hundreds of millions of dollars, 
Widdicombe noted. A recent study by the 
HBAGC reported that bans are costing 
affected builders $1,000 a day. 


The Illinois Pollution Control Board 


recently disclosed that more than 80 per 
cent of the sewage treatment plants 
would be unable to meet new standards 
effective July 1 according to Widdi- 
combe. 


"While we applaud the governor's pre- 


financing plan to help provide new facil- 
ities which can be built in three to five 
years, and the good intentions of the 
EPA delay, we must recognize the con- 
tinuing urgency of the immediate situ- 
ation under existing law," said Widdi- 
combe. 


He noted that the new volume pre- 


pared for the Federal EPA provides 
guidelines for interim and temporary 
measures that will enable plant owners 
to upgrade capacity and lead to a reduc- 
tion in pollution and consequent lessening 
of sewer and housing moratoria. 


The upgrading of qualifications for all 


treatment plant personnel was also rec- 
ommended. Enforcing ordinances which 
make it unlawful to hook up sump pumps 
and downspouts to sanitary sewers 


should be practiced, said the HBAGC. 
The builders contend this practice leads 
to hydraulic overloads on treatment 
plants and makes it impossible for them 
to treat sewage adequately. 


Enact a law requiring all treatment 


plant owners to submit a funded plan of 
interim measures when their plants 
reach 80 per cent of capacity, the group 
urged. At 90 per cent of capacity the 
operators would be required to submit 
complete, detailed, ready-to-go plans for 
expansion of plant or construction of a 
new plant to assure continued operations. 
Communities that can prove that proj- 
ected community growth will not require 
going beyond the 90 per cent capacity 
level would be exempted. 


"The ultimate objective of this propos- 


al is to keep treatment plants from ever 
reaching 100 per cent of capacity and 
thus having the EPA deny issuance of 
permits for new construction," said Wid- 
dicombe. 


"The technology and funding mecha- 


nisms already exist to bring about early 
interim upgrading of existing'treatment 
plants as well as early expansion and 
construction of new plants," Widdicombe 
said.

Duplex Demand Is Up 
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Young families by the thousands — de- 


ciding to make their home buying dollars 
do double duty — are discovering duplex- 
es, aecording to Jackson W. Godd, presi- 
dent of Investors Mortgage Insurance 
Co., Boston. He adds that "a two-family 
duplex unit can provide shelter on the 
one hand and be an income producing 
real estate investment on the other." 


Investors Mortgage, a subsidiary of 


Continental Investment Corp., also of 
Boston, is an organization in the private 
mortgage loan insurance industry. The 
company works with lenders, such as 
savings and loan associations, mutual 
savings banks and commerical banks, by 
insuring the top 20-25 per cent of high- 
ratio conventional mortgage loans. 


"Duplex construction has shown a 


steady gain from about 43,000 units in 
1970 to 61.800 in 1D71," Goss said. "This 
is expected to rise to about 83,000 this 
year and a projected 114,000 by 1975. 


"While duplex construction is still a 


relatively small portion of the overall 
housing picture, it clearly shows an in- 
creasing demand by home buyers for 
this type of housing." Goss said.

"But many young families feel 
they can afford the difference because of 
the potential income from renting half of 
the house," he adds. 


"Soaring land costs and the demand 


for more effective land use are making 
duplex construction increasingly attrac- 
tive. And new financing programs — in- 
cluding 95 per cent mortgage loans — 
are adding appeal."

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Copper Country Study Released 


Universal Oil Products Co. (UOP), of 


pes Plalnes announced the results of an 
Independent study it commissioned to de- 
termine potential development opportu- 
nities for approximately 234,000 acres of 
UOP land in several counties of Upper 
Michigan known as Copper Country. 


The overall development concept was 


presented recently to area governmental, 
civic and business representatives at the 
invitation of the Copper Country Area In- 
dustrial Council, during a meeting held 
in Houghton, Mich. 


The study was undertaken by Barton- 


Asehman Associates Inc., specialists in 
regional land planning and redevelop- 
ment programs. 


John 0. Logan, UOP president and 


chief executive officer, said the total de- 
velopmental concept of Barton-Aschman 
Associates could be a springboard from 
which ecological, recreational and eco- 
nomic development can be blended into a 
program which provides for the overall 
needs of the area. 


Logan added that UOP could not carry 


out the plan by itself, but expects to as- 
sist in some individual projects. UOP 
said the Barton-Aschman development 
concept will be made available to con- 
cerned groups for use as a master plan 
from which private groups, local, state 
and federal governmental agencies can 
relate overall development efforts .in the 
area. 


The study indicates potential for a 


combination of six separate but related 
conceptual development opportunities in 
the area, also known as the Keweenaw 
Peninsula. These include a nature haven, 
scenic and recreation areas, multi-pur- 
pose activity centers, timber resource, 
urban clusters, and development op- 
portunities along a historic, geographical 
"spine" of the Keweenaw Peninsula 
which juts into Lake Superior. 


UOP commissioned the development 


potential study in 1971 as part of a con- 
tinuing program of examination of its 
real estate holdings to maximize their 
utilization. The Copper Country land was 
obtained several years prior through 
UOP's acquisition of Calumet & Hecla 
Inc., a mining and manufacturing con- 
cern. Since the cessation of mining oper- 
ations, UOP has been seeking economic 
alternates in the area, the company said.

located throughout the peninsula and, de- 
pending on their location, oriented to- 
ward year-round tourism, year-round 
recreation, resorts, vacation homes and 
water recreation. 


Urban clusters could be developed in 


the center (of UOP land) in the Copper 
Country, Identified in the report as Calu- 
met/Laurium and neighboring commu- 
nities. Included in the urban cluster con- 
cept is the possibility of a Coppertown 
USA, envisioned for the area as a histor- 
ic, tourist and service center. 


Approximately 80,000 acres generally

"should be protected from development 
for use as a productive forest products 
supply," the report recommended. A

Rents Are Hearing Topic 
Wheeling Site 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) — Following two

bank, from 11 per cent in 1970 to 10.8 per 
cent in 1971. Substantial gains on secur- 
ity sales helped sustain profitability last 
year. 


Profitability of the average bank var- 


ied among the categories of banks, and 
in three of seven deposit-size categories 
was higher in 1971 than in 1970. Net in- 
come in 1971 ranged from 8.3 per cent of 
equity capital at banks with under $5 
million total deposits to 12.0 per cent at 
banks with $50-$100 million total deposits. 
Additions to profitability from gains on 
sales of securities were greater in 1971 
than in 1970 for all size groups. 


Interest and fees on loans accounted 


for 61.9 per cent of 1971 operating in- 
come, compared to 63.1 per cent in 1970. 
Total operating expenses were substan- 
tially higher relative to income than in 
the previous year — rising from 79.9 per 
cent in 1970 to 82.7 per cent in 1971 — as 
interest paid on deposits rose faster than 
income. 


BUSINESS LOANS of major Seventh 


District banks, adjusted for those sold to 
affiliates, were 1.5 per cent below the 
year end level on March 29. In the same 
period of 1971, the net decline was only .6 
per cent. Nevertheless, business loans 
have expanded by $275 million since mid- 
February despite the continued reduction 
in acceptances. Holdings of acceptances, 
which are included in the commercial 
and industrial loan totals, have declined 
more than $400 million in the past two 
months, probably representing matu- 
rities of the large amounts created last 
August and September after the suspen- 
sion of dollar convertibility. Excluding 
acceptances, business loans at these 
banks are up about $150 million sd far in 
1972 — a stronger picture than a year 
ago. 


Less than 200 of a total of nearly 2,600 


insured commercial banks in this district 
had capital notes or debentures out- 
standing as of mid-1971. These banks re- 
ported on the characteristics of these ob- 
ligations in a survey made early this 
year. Out of 242 issues, 150 were classi- 
fied as capital notes, and these account- 
ed for about half of the total $280 million 
amount outstanding. About one-third of 
the issues were debentures, and most of 
the remainder were convertibles. Three- 
fourths of the obligations were issued 
within the past five years, and most of 
them provided long-term money — origi- 
nal maturities were longer than ten 
years for 80 per cent of the issues, and 
longer than 20 years on more than one- 
third. 


Very few of the notes and debentures 


were distributed through an underwritten 
public offering, although about one-fourth 
were publicly offered without under- 
writer services. Of 173 issues that were 
privately placed, half were taken by in- 
surance companies and correspondent 
banks. Roughly half of all the issues had 
call provisions. For all except 12 issues, 
the rights of holders are subordinated to 
depositors, and in a majority they are 
also subordinated to other creditors of 
the bank. Less than half of the issues 
carried restrictive provisions with re- 
spect to other borrowings, payment of 
dividends, minimum liquidity, or capital 
funds requirements.

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Fast Results 
Are Reported 


People who sold their houses through 


members of Inter-City Relocation Ser- 
viee in the latter part of 1971 reported 
fast-moving transactions, according to 
Robert W. Starck & Co. The firm repre- 
sents Inter-City in the Northwest Sub- 
urbs. 


An independent survey conducted 


among employes transferred by their 
companies and other families that moved 
from one city to another, who were as- 
sisted by Inter-City, disclosed that 85 per 
cent had their former homes sold in 90 
days or less. 


Of transferees responding to the sur- 


vey, conducted by Tower Research Ser- 
vice of Chicago, 53.5 per cent reported 
that houses sold in fewer than 30 days, 18 
per cent sold in 30-60 days and 13,5 per 
cent sold in 60-90 days.

Every successful lawnsman has a se- 


cret for his fine lawn. 


That's because there is no one way to 


do it right and gardeners for the most 
part are creative individuals who like to 
experiment. 


Jerry Baker, author of "Plants Are 


Like People," suggests a "lawn sham- 
poo"'once or twice during the growing 
season, composed of one ounce of liquid 
soan (Palmolive Green or some other 
biodegradable) in 10 gallons of water. 
The first application should be made 
now, right after the snow 
1 melts,'with a 


hose-end sprayer. 


Baker says this soap and water treat- 


ment is a snow mold killer, a salt neu- 
tralizer, a clay-breaker-upper, a dog-ur- 
ine-damage repairer and preventer, an 
alkaline soil neutralizer, a soil in- 
secticide, a nitrogen catcher. 


WITH ALL THOSE claims, I don't 


know whether to be more skeptical of the 
idea or figure that maybe he really has 
found a good thing. But I plan to try it 
this year, just to see for myself. 


If you've never tried organic lawn fer- 


tilizing, using Milorganite with a bag of 
granular Sea-Born seaweed fertilizer and 
a fourth bag of gypsum applied together 
from your spreader, you may want to 
check it out. I tried it — I like it. I 
wouldn't use anything else. 


At first when I tried the above com- 


bination, I thought it was a failure be- 
cause the lawn didn't gorge up green 
right after the first-rain — as it did when 
I used to use chemical fertilizer. But af- 
ter I gave it time, I found out that the 
effect was slow, but long term, not just a 
sudden shot-in-the-arm, then piddling 
out. The organically fertilized lawn was 
healthier, stronger, and the soil spongier 
with improved tilth. I believe it was kid- 
proofed and resisted week invasion bet- 
ter. 


THE SKETCHES accompanying to- 


day's column are not Droodles but dia- 
grams of the way to best mow your lawn 
to get it growing most vigorously. It 
shows a mowing pattern of two tunes 
around the perimeter, then back and 
forth across the width and breadth, circl- 
ing trees as you go, but continuing in the 
same line pattern as you pass the trees. 
The next time the grass needs a trim, 
you start circling the perimeter twice, 
but mow the height and depth (or up and 
down, instead of sideways). 


And here are some tips for new home- 


owners that most everyone agrees are 
basic lawnmanship: 


Witer in the morning, if possible, but 


cut at night. Never cut the grass when 
it's wet (after a rain, when the dew is 
on, etc., and don't ever roll a lawn). If 
you want to aerate the lawn, mow it as 
you wear golf or track shoes. Use a 
sharp blade. The frequency of the cutting 
determines the quality and density of the 
lawn, A mower set at two inches (for 
Menon blue lawns) and cutting twice a 
week during the vigorous growing time 
will give you best results.

the focal point, make a generous amount 
of Gazpacho, a cold soup popular in 
Spain and Portugal and Latin American 
Countries. Present it with a choice of 
chopped toppings of the same vegetables 
that go into the soup. Offer a crusty 
bread such as French or Italian or toasted 
English muffins. For dessert, unadorned 
chiffon cake has spring appeal. Serve it 
with fresh strawberries and whipped 
cream. 


Gazpacho 


(Cold Spanish Soup) 


3 medium sweet red peppers, 


seeded and chopped 


3 medium cucumbers, 


peeled and chopped 


5 medium tomatoes, peeled, 


seeded and chopped 


2 medium red onions, chopped 
2 cloves garlic, chopped 
2 cups tomato juice 
1 cup corn oil 
3 teaspoons salt 


1/2 teaspoon oregano /eaves 
Vt teaspoon basil leaves 
2 tablespoons wine vinegar 
1 teaspoon Tabasco 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 


Garlic croutons 


Set aside Vt cup each of pepper, cucumber, 
tomato and onion. Mix remaining chopped 
vegetables and garlic in a large container. 
Mix together 1 cup of the tomato juice, Vi 
cup of the corn oil, salt, oregano leaves, basil 
leaves, wine vinegar and Tabasco; pour over 
mixture of chopped vegetables. Pour into 
blender, filling the container to the highest 
level given in the manufacturer's directions. 
Blend at high speed about 15 seconds or until 
vegetables are finely minced. Pour into bowl. 
Repeat until all vegetables are blended. Stir 
the remaining 1Vi cups tomato juice, Vi cup 
corn oil and lemon juice into the soup. Chill 
at least 2 hours. (Soup will thicken.) To serve, 
garnish with reserved chopped vegetables 
and garlic croutons. Makes about 2 quarts. 
Gazpacho keeps well in refrigerator several 
days. 


Chiffon Cake 


2.V4 cups sifted cake flour 
ffi cups sugar 


3 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 


1/2 cup corn oil 
5 egg yolks 


3A cup water 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
1 cup egg whites (7 to 8) 


Vz teaspoon cream of tartar 


Sift flour, sugar, baking powder and salt into 
mixing bowl. Make well in center add corn 
oil, egg yolks, water, vanilla and lemon rind 
in order given. Beat with spoon until smooth. 
Beat egg whites and cream of tartar until 
mixture forms very stiff peaks when beater is 
raised. Gently fold first mixture into egg 
whites, blending well. (Fold, do not stir.) Turn 
batter into ungreased 10x4-inch tube pan. 
Bake in 325 degree (slow) oven 70 to 75 min- 
utes or until cake springs back when lightly 
touched; immediately invert pan over funnel 
or bottle and let cool. When cool,., remove 
from pan, loosening side of cake With spa- 
tula. Serve with starwberries and whipped 
cream.

Besides rising prices, consumers are 


faced with countless new products and 
many old favorites have taken on a new 
package. There are games to play, cou- 
pons to redeem, stamps to lick and long- 
er shopping hours. 


Knowing that we, the buyers, reach 


deeper into our purses to pay for all of 
this only adds to the frustration. 


There is help for sincere consumers 


who are willing to spend a few hours to 
learn the skill managing dollars to save 
from 10 to 20 per cent on'food bills. 


Dr. Heinz B. Biesdorf, professor at 


Cornell University in New York, and 
Mrs. Mary Ellen Burris, home econo- 
mist, have prepared a kit of materials to 
assist homemakers in making the most 
of their limited resources. 


THE PUBLICATION, "Be A Better 


Shopper — Buying in Supermarkets," is 
the outgrowth of 18 years of research 
and practical experience and contains 
down-to-earth, workable facts and exam- 
ples The remainer of the kit consists of 
record sheets, to give shoppers an initial 
boost in the right direction, and a leaflet 
with tables to compare the cost of pack- 
ages of different sizes and weights. 


Basically, these materials provide a 


system designed to develop and improve 
shopping skills, help shoppers stretch 
their supermarket dollars, point out the 
values and rewards of planned spending 
and emphasize the importance of prac- 
ticipation by all members of a family in 


deciding on money matters. 


The publication provides specific infor- 


mation concerning supermarket spe- 
cials; store brands versus national 
brands; labels and packaging; size and 
cost relationships; record keeping; buy- 
ing beef, pork, and poultry to get more 
meat for the money; and trading stamps. 


"Be A Better Shopper" stresses the 


importance of learning all the best ways 
to shop for food — not just a few tricks 
here and there 


ONE OR TWO good shopping practices 


help out, but they do not result in the 
consistent savings that may be needed in 
order to keep the food budget in line ' 
when prices are rising so rapidly. For 
example, it doesn't do any good to save 
15 per cent on food one week and over- 
spend by 18 per cent the next. 


On an average weekly shopping bill of 


$27, a 15 per cent saving is $4. Figuring 
30 minutes extra time for planning and 
record keeping it's the same as earning 
$8 an hour after taxes.

(UPI) —The saying that women's work 


is never done seems truer today than 
ever before. 


Oh yes, there are all the labor savers 


and conveniences technology has thought 
up to ease our load. But consider that the 
number of women who work outside the 
home is an "explosion," as one source 
puts it More than half of all women be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 64 now hold 
jobs, a total of 31.5 million U.S. Labor 
Department estimate. Most of them also 
run households — and just about run 
themselves ragged unless they can af- 


ford household help. 


One of the big ]obs of running a home 


is running the food department, and "by 
and large, the working woman either 
does not or cannot delegate this job," re- 
ports the Bureau of Advertising. 


The bureau, seeking to determine the 


influence the working wives "explosion" 
was having on food-buying 
patterns, 


hired Response Analysis, Inc , of Prince- 
ton, N.J., to do a national "probability 
sample" of 1,000 women.

THE RESPONSIBILITY for food shop- 


ping seems most firmly established 
among women in the middle and upper 
income families. It is in the lower in- 
come households that men are most hke- 
ly to share the food-shopping chores. 


But because she devotes less time to 


shopping, the working wife usually 
spends it in only one supermarket. The 
sampling also found- 


Some 77 per cent of working wives say 


they do most of the food shopping com- 
pared to 83 per cent of the women who 
stay home. 


About one out of three married shop- 


pers (31 per cent of the working wives 
and 33 per cent of the fulltime house- 
wives) say their husbands go along on 
the food-buying trip most of the time. 


Nine out of 10 women shop mainly in 


supermarkets. The typical housewife has 
about three supermarkets located con- 
veniently near her home. 


Seventy per cent of women who work 


do major shopping only one day a week. 


Two thirds of the women interviewed 


reported they go to the store with a shop- 
ping list. They make up their lists by 
dhecking their supplies on hand (86 per 
cent), checking advertising for specials 
(79 per cent) and asking the family (58 
per cent). 


Among those who consult advertising 


when making up a list, 83 per cent look 
in newspapers (82 per cent of house- 
wives, 85 of working women).

Fondre in French means to melt and 


from this verb, fondue, meaning in gen- 
eral the ritual of dipping, has become a 
prominent mode of party or family cook- 
ing in America. 


It's easy to have a fondue party and 


handy weather indoors or outdoors. You 
can serve the traditional cheese fondue 
in which cubes of bread are plunged into 
bubbling hot cheese mixtures, a fruit or 
dessert fondue, but most popular are 
meat fondues. 


As a rule the meat is beef am) the best 


is tenderloin cut into bite-sized pieces. 
You also may use a sirloin for this, but 
I'd suggest marinating first to insure ten- 
derness. 


Whichever you see, you'll need about 


1/3 to 1/2 pound per person. Cut and al- 
low to come to room temperature. Add 
cooking oil to the fondue pot. The amount 
wilt depend on size, but leave plenty of 
space for the oil to boil yet not spatter 
over the table. 


Heat oil until a cube of bread will 


brown in about 40 seconds, then maintain 
that temperature. Provide family or 
guests with fondue forks, the beef, and at 
least three different sauces into which 
the cooked beef may be dunked. 


MOST EVERYONE'S favorite is sauce 


bprdetaise. Dice 2 medium carrots, 1 me- 
dium onion. 4 springs parsley and put 
into blender with 1 cup dry white wine. 
Process at chop speed until vegetables 
are fine. Empty through a strainer re- 
serving liquid. 


Melt 1/4 cup butter in saucepan and 


saute the vegetables until golden brown. 


Add 2 tablespoons flour and cook until 
lightly browned, stirring constantly. 


Add reserved liquid, 1'Xi cups beef con- 


somme or bouillon, 1/2 teaspoon salt, 1/2 
teaspoon pepper, 1/4 teaspoon thyme, 
and 1 bay leaf. Bring to boil, cover anck 
simmer for 15 minutes. Liquid should be 
reduced to about half. 


While this is cooking, put a second 


diced onion and 1 cup dry red wine into 
the blender and chop until onion is fine. 
Put into a small skillet and boil until liq- 
uid is reduced to about 2 tablespoons. 


Drain liquid from first carrot-onion 


mixture and add to red wine and onion, 
along with 1 teaspoon lemon juice. Cook 
10 minutes or until reduced to approxi- 
mately 1 cup. Serve warm. 


A COLD FAVORITE is this horse- 


radish sauce. Whip 1/2 cup heavy cream 
in a small bowl. In another bowl blend 
1/2 cup light cream (half and half), 1/2 
cup prepared horeseradish, 1 slice of dry 
bread crumbled, 1 teaspoon sugar, 1/4 
teaspoon salt, dash of white pepper. 
When well blended fold into whipped 
cream, stir and refrigerate until ready to 
serve. Makes 2 cups. 


If you like anchovies, make this third 


sauce of 1 cup soft butter, 2 tablespoons 
warm milk, 4 sprigs parsley chopped, 
and 3 chopped anchovy fillets. Put into 
blender for best results. Refrigerate until 
30 minutes before using. Yields 1 cup.

Cooking With Togetherness

Potato dumplings made by an authen- 


tic Bohemian recipe are the specialty of 
Wesley Fulton of Mount Prospect. 


Handed down in the family, of a friend, 


Tom Cox, who formerly lived in Mount 
Prospect and moved to DeerfieM, Tom 
taught Wes how to make these dumplings 
and they have a friendly rivalry to see 
who can make them the best. 


"Wes doesn't do much else in the way 


of cooking other than concocting a spa- 
ghetti sauce now and then and presiding 
over the grill, but he's an expert at mak- 
ing these dumplings," his wife, Evie, ex- 
plained. 


Wes usually digs in with his hands to 


mix the ingredients for this recipe, and 
he forms the dough into four large dump- 
lings the shape of a football. Dropped 
into boiling water, they are cooked for 20 
minutes. He has found that cutting the 
dumplings with a thread is the most ef- 
fective way of getting a nice clean slice. 


These dumplings have a solid texture 


and an appealing potato flavor. They are 
delicious served with roast pork and 
sauerkraut or with pot roast — with the 
gravy spooned on top. 


Two of Evie's favorite recipes were 


handed down from her mother. One is 
luscious Raspberry Pie, while the other 
is an excellent dessert cookie. 


' The pie is made with frozen berries 
which .are added to a raspberry sauce 
and turned into a baked pie shell. It is 


chilled 
and served garnished, with 


whipped cream. 


"THE TART FLAVOR of this pie 


makes it a-refreshing dessert for dinner 
or bridge parties," Evie remarked, "and 
it's ideal to serve any time of the year. 
All the men in our family like it," she 
added. 


For special occasions such as a buffet 


dinner where a finger dessert is easiest 
to handle, Evie likes to serve Frosted 
Cashew Cookies. 


Somewhat expensive to make because 


of the high cost of cashew nuts, they are 
nonetheless worth the price. There are 
nuts in the batter, and they are also used 
to decorate the cookies after they are 
baked and frosted. They are high and 
rounded with a definite cashew flavor. 


"A golden butter icing 'adds to their 


total good taste," Evie said, "and the 
baked cookies freeze well, too." 


In addition to cooking, gardening and 


reading are this homemaker's favorite 
hobbies. She teaches pre-school children 
at Saint Paul'? Lutheran School and is a 
member of a church circle. 


The Fultons have three children: 


Dave, 13, Susan, 11, and Jonathan, 6, all 
students at Saint Paul's. 


POTATO DUMPLINGS 


5 potatoes, cooked, peeled, 


cooled and grated 


1 teaspoon salt 
1 egg, slightly-beaten 
1 eggshell of water' 
2 pinches baking powder 


3 cups all-purpose flour, sifted 


• Mix ingredients together with wooden 
spoon or your hands. Form into four 
dumplings the shape of a football. Drop 
into boiling water and boil, uncovered, 
for 20 minutes. 


Slice %-inch thick with a thread and 


serve. To do this, slip thread under 
dumpling. Cross on top and put thread in 
opposite hands. 


Pull and thread will zip through dump- 


ling to give clean cut. Serves 8 gener- 
ously. (Dough may be frozen, if desired.) 


RASPBERRY PIE 


1 9-inch baked pie shell 
3 10-ounce packages frozen 


raspberries 
Water 


3% tablespoons cornstarch 


Dash of salt 
Red food coloring, (optional) 


Defrost raspberries and drain, reserv- 


ing juice. Add enough water to raspberry 
liquid to make two cups. 


Add a litttle of the liquid to the corn- 


starch to make a thin paste. Then stir 
into remaining liquid. Cook over low 
heat, stirring until thick and clear. Add 
salt and red food coloring, if desired. 
Cool. 


Add berries to sauce and pour into 


cooled pie shell. Chill Garnish with 
whipped cream. Serves 6 to 8. 


FROSTED CASHEW COOKIES 


v % cup butter 


1 cup light brown sugar, 


firmly packed 


legg 
'A teaspoon vanilla 
2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
% teaspoon baking powder 
% teaspoon baking soda 
Vt teaspoon salt 
1/3 cup dairy sour cream 
1% cups salted whole cashew nuts 


Cream butter and sugar until light and 


fluffy. Beat in egg and vanilla. Sift dry 
ingredients together and add to batter al- 
ternately with sour cream, mixing well. 
Carefully fold in cashew nuts. 


Drop by teaspoonsful onto greased 


cookie sheet and bake at 400 degrees for 
ten minutes. Cool and frost with the fol- 
lowing: 


Golden Butter Icing 


Vz cup butter 
3 tablespoons coffee cream 


(half and half) 


% teaspoon vanilla 
2 cups sifted confectioners' sugar 


About 48 whole cashew nuts 
(optional) 
Lightly brown butter. Remove from 


heat. Add coffee cream and vanilla. Stir 
in confectioners' sugar. 
Beat until 


smooth and thick enough to spread. 
Frost cooled cookies and top with whole 
cashew nuts, if desired. Makes about 4 
dozen cookies.

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Low And Moderate-Income Policy Huddle 
Housing Commission To Ask Meeting With Trustees 


Four members of the Elk Grove Vil- 


lage Housing Commission decided Tues- 
day night to ask for a joint meeting with 
the village board before continuing their 
work on low and moderate-income hous- 
ing. 


Three commissioners, meeting without 


a quorum until 9 p.m. when they were 
joined by the Rev. Maynard Seal, dis- 
cussed the letter sent to them last week 
by Village Pres. Charles Zettek. The let- 
ter informed the commission that the 
board of trustees consider the need for 
low-income housing an areawide problem 
and will consider the establishment of 
moderate-income and senior citizen's 
housing if village developers agree to it. 


The letter also asked the commission 


to contact similar housing groups in oth- 
er communities to work out an areawide 
approach to housing needs. 


"I assume that 'this is board policy," 


Commission Chairman Neil Cooney said. 
"This specifically spells out a new 
charge to the commission." 


COONEY SAID HE was surprised that 


only two members of the public attended 
the meeting last night, adding, "I didn't 
think we could hold this meeting in this 
room (a small conference room in vil- 
lage hall). Apathy is a serious disease 
and I don't think we're privileged to sit 
around and discuss this for hours when 
no one is interested." 


Cooney then began calling absent 


members of the commission to find out if 
they would attend the meeting. Trustee 
Edward Kenna had said he would be out 
of town and neither Commissioner Jo- 
seph Wellman nor Donald Oehl were 
home. 


Cooney then told fellow commissioners 


that he could not continue to be chair- 
man. "If the commission is to continue it 
should be reorganized and the vacancies 
filled," he said. 


The nine-member commission has had 


only seven members since last summer 
when Sandra Todd and William Koretke 
resigned. 


COONEY THEN suggested a meeting 


with the village board to discuss the rec- 
ommendations "to be absolutely -clear 
there is nothing written in-between the 
lines that we don't understand." 


In addition, Cooney said the commis- 


sion should ask the board to fill the two 
vacancies and provide a budget and sec- 
retary for the commission's work. 


Commissioner Cathy Duoba said she 


also wanted to know how much help the 
village board members would give the 
commission in contacting other villages. 
"It's my experience that when con- 
tacting a pliocy-maker, it helps to have a 
policymaker along," Mrs. Duoba said. 


After Beal arrived, commissioners ap- 


pointed him temporary chairman to re- 


place Cooney. until the next meeting and 
he agreed to contact Zettek regarding a 
joint meeting. 


The housing commission was created 


in 1970, following recommendations of a 
h o u s i n g task-force. The task-force, 
formed after a fire in a dilapidated farm- 
house killed three Mexican children, had 
also recommended an area-wide survey 
of housing needs, but the idea was 
dropped on the grounds it would be too 
difficult to get the communities together. 


Last November, the housing commis- 


sion presented a recommendation to the 
village board along with a survey show- 
ing a need for 1,055 low-income housing 
units and 922 moderate-income units.

Family Welfare Cases Are On Rise In Schaumbiirg Township 


by NANCY COWGER 


Citing an increase in welfare families 


in Sehaumburg Township from 54 in 1970 
to 112 in 1971, Township Supervisor Ver- 
noti Laubenstein Friday night explained 
one portion of his job — general assis- 
tance administration. 


"We've got problems of poverty in 


Chose nice homes of Hoffman Estates, 
S e h a u m b u r g , Hanover Park and 
Roselle," said Laubenstein. 


"There can be and are severe pockets 


of poverty, real areas of need, in 
Schaumburg Township," he said, adding, 


"welfare is that close." 


Other people tell Laubenstein "it's un- 


believable that there can be poor people" 
living in the expensive homes of the 
area, he said, but 112 families did re- 
ceive welfare aid, "and there were a lot 
more who applied who I said 'no' to." 


LAUBENSTEIN said he had developed 


a routine for all applicants for aid. He 
first tells them to "stand up," and asks 
"before I help you, will you go to work if 
I get you a job?" 


Laubenstein talked about families that 


have received aid from the township, 


which distributes aid on a temporary 
basis until persons can be processed for 
placement on county rolls. 


Among the cases he cited were two 


young couples, both living in apartments, 
who could not pay their rent when it fell 
due. "We don't have any low-income 
housing in our community," he noted. 
Both the wives were pregnant and nei- 
ther of the husbands had been able to 
find jobs. Laubenstein had them apply 
for work with an insurance firm. One 
tested high enough to be hired as a com- 
puter trainee and has been extremely 


successful, recently receiving a $50- 
a-week raise, he said. 


"I believe in getting people off welfare 


rolls and onto payrolls," said Laubens- 
tein. He said Donald Totten, candidate 
for state representative, had helped him 
employ some men with the state highway 
department, where Totten works. 


LAUBENSTEIN also told of the father 


of four children, 
who had spent 18 


months in a tuberculosis sanitorium and 
was unable to find work after his re- 
lease. The man's wife had lost one baby, 
and a second child was ill with asthma 


and double pneumonia, and was hospital- 
ized 21 days. Laubenstein said he helped 
the man gbtain assistance from the state 
to pay medical bills. 


Laubenstein also discussed the food 


stamp program, and said local families 
now must go to Streamwood to get 
stamps. Local currency exchanges will 
not handle the stamps, he said, adding, 
"I wish someone would talk" to the local 
men. 


He also called on the Village of 


Schaumburg to proceed with the youth

fall.

napping. Mrs. Jeanne Legan, 2007 Wal- 
nut Ln.. Hanover Park, has not received 
a ransom request, as have the Palatine 
Township owners of a Siberian Husky 
missing since Sunday. 


Mrs. Legan said Misty was seen being 


taken by two young women from her 
yard Tuesday afternoon. The women 
stopped and talked to the dog. made 
friends and then picked her up and took 
her away, said Mrs. Legan. 


Since the incident. Mrs. Legan said she 


has contacted animal hospitals and dog 
groomcrs. in hopes they would watch for 
Misty. From her contacts, said Mrs. Le- 
gan. "dognapping seems to be quite 
prevalent." 


IF IT JS. police are not aware of it. 


Mrs. Legan's complaint is the only one 
filed with Hanover Park Police, accord- 
ing to Cadet John Boehler. 


No reports at all have been filed with 


Schatimburg or Hoffman Estates police. 


"We pick up a lot of stray dogs. But 


we haven't had any calls" where dog- 
napping was considered a possibility, 
said Sgt. Robert Hammond of the 
Schatimburg force. 


Hoffman Estates police say in lost dog 


reports, the dogs and their owners are 
nearly always reunited. However, occa- 
sionally dogs which do not have identi- 
fication tags and have gotten away from 
their homes are reported as strays, pick- 
ed up and taken to animal hospitals. If 
the owners do not contact police or the 
animal ,hospital. and the dog is not 
claimed within 12 hours, it is turned over 
to animal welfare authorities, he said.

MRS. JAACKS said Shanda was ex- 


tremely well-trained and had spent nine 
months in dog obedience school. Al- 
though there are no fences on the 
Jaack's property (besides a rail at Fron- 
tage Road), Mrs. Jaack's said the dog 
was trained never to go further than the 
fence. 


Somehow, Shanda did manage to- get 


further than the fence, either on her own 
strength or someone else's. 


The sheriff's detective said he would 


continue to look into the case and contact 
the Jaacks soon to relocate the dog.

Charles Poellien and Patrolman Bob Ro- 
gers shot at the truck. 


What Case has said is the final word on 


the incident is that Rogers did not fire at 
the truck but Poellien did fire at the tires 
in an attempt to stop_the truck. 


Rogers said he agrees with this version 


of the story. 


Rogers explained that he was driving 


the lead car in the chase that eventually 
.involved several police agencies, in- 
cluding Elk Grove Village policemen, 
two of whom also fired at the truck. 


THE FIRST shots were fired by Elk 


Grove Sgt. Nestor Motluck when the 16- 
year-old Buffalo Grove youth and driver 
of the truck almost hit the policeman 
who tried to stop the truck at a road- 
block, Rogers said. 


At that point in the chase, Rogers said 


"I thought I saw a flash of gunfire" from 
the truck. When the driver crashed the

truck, but "would have if I had had the 
chance."

given owners of four abandoned gas sta- 
tions 30 days in which to bring the build- 
ings up to fire, building, and health codes 
or demolish them. 


William Biebcr, village director of 


building and zoning, said tetters ordering 
the owners to repair the buildings or de- 
molish them referred to the two stations 
at Dundee and George roads, the station 
on Milwaukee Avenue at Mors Avenue 
and the station on Milwaukee Avenue at 
Jeffery Avenue, 


Bieber said if the owners don't comply 


the village will institute court proceed- 
ings to force demolition. 


The crackdown came to light Monday 


at the village board meeting as board 
members discussed a letter from a local 
resident. 


Mrs. Bernard Nelweem of 215 E. 


Wayne PI. wrote the board about the two 
boarded<up stations at George and Dun- 
dee roads. 


She described the corner as being 


"without a doubt the most abominable in 
the state of Illinois." 


"Not one, but two vacated service sta- 


tions, both of them boarded up and in a 
most horrible state of disrepair," are on 
the corner, she wrote to the board. 


SHE TOLD the board the stations af- 


fect the property values of all the homes 
in the neighboring subdivision for which 


George Road is an entrance. 


She also commented that the stations 


give passing motorists a bad impression 
of Wheeling, and asked the board to 
work to eliminate the vacant buildings. 


Board members directed village Mgr. 


George Passolt to answer her letter and 
explain about the new crackdown on the 
vacant stations, 


Bieber explained that all of the stations 


which were notified have violations of 
health and building codes and that none 
of them is currently zoned for use as gas 
stations. 


Bieber said the boardcd-up station on 


the northwest corner of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue and Dundee Road was not sent a 
letter because it meets village codes and 
has not been vacant as long as the oth- 
ers. 


BIEBER SAID the gas station on Mil- 


waukee Avenue and Jeffery Avenue was 
to be developed as a real estate office, 
but lost its office zoning because a time 
limit expired. 


The realty office was approved pro- 


vided it was constructed within six 
months of the rezoning. 


"They will either have to upgrade the 


buildings or level them and remove the 
debris from the lots," Bieber said. 
"They're letting the buildings go to pot 
and kids are breaking into them." 


Resident Pool Fees Will 
Be Same As Last Year 


Prospect Heights Park District pool 


fees will be the same as last year for 
district residents, according to Ron 
Grecnberg, parks director. 


Greenberg said the only rates changed 


for the pool on Camp McDonald Road 
were the season passes for non-residents 
of the district.

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Eligible For High School Track? 
Susan's Goal: 
'76 Olympics 


Susan Wrenn has decided to continue 


practicing with the track team at Boiling 
Meadows High School even though it 
might jeopardize her eligibility in high 
school girls' track competition. 


A sophomore at Rolling Meadows High 


School, Sue has been working out regu- 
larly with the track team for the past 
month. Last Thursday questions of her 
eligibility were raised. Sue learned that 
by practicing with the boys, she might be 
jeopardizing her eligibility to compete in 
high school track meets for girls. 


No matter what decision is handed 


down. Sue says she will continue prac- 
ticing with the boys' team because "I 
like it much more and it helps me 
more." 


SUE'S LONG-RANGE goal is to com- 


pete in the 1D7B Olympics. The only way 
she feels she is going to make it is to 
keep up her training. She now works out 
for approximately two hours a day with 
the team. Her speciality is the 220, but 
she has never run It in a clocking. 


There has never been a question of Sue 


being a member of the boys' track team. 
According to Miss Ola Bundy, assistant 
executive secretary of IHSA, the IHSA 
rules clearly state boys and girls cannot 
compete on the same team. The rules, 
however, do permit girls to practice with 
boys' teams. 


Miss Bundy would not comment on 


whether practicing with a boys' team 
would make a girl ineligible for girls' 
competition because the executive board 
of IHSA has not made a ruling yet. 


At present. IHSA permits the boys to 


compete in 13 interscholastic sports, 
which do not include track. 


Girls interested in track have two 


sports days a year in which they can 
compete, said Joseph 
Vinton, track 


coach at Rolling Meadows High School. 
The only practice for the sports days is 


two weeks prior to the event. 


Starting July 1 there will be unlimited 


interscholastics for girls in track and 
field, according to Miss Bundy. 


VINTON says Sue "has never had any 


status with the team" and does not ac- 
tually practice with the team or receive 
individual coaching. He explained that 
Sue is allowed to go through the work- 
outs with the team if she chooses just 
like anyone else can. 


"I am enough of a physical educator 


that I don't want to deny anyone the 
right to pursue an athletic interest as 
long as the facilities are available," said 
Vinton. 


Girls athletics in the state is in a 


"state of flux," according to O'DriscolI. 


He said he felt the IHSA philosophy 


was to "get broad girl participation in 
athletics instead of narrow participa- 
tion." 


THERE IS currently an amendment to 


the Illinois School Code in a Senate study 
committee which states, "No pupil may 
be excluded from the (athletic) program 
solely on account of sex." This does not 
include contact sports. 


IHSA has proposed its own amendment 


which states boys and girls cannot com- 
pete on the same team. 


The reasoning behind the IHSA amend- 


ment is that if girls are allowed to enter 
boys' programs then boys would have to 
be allowed to enter girls' programs. 
Some feel this would result in boys domi- 
nating high school athletic programs 
even more than they do at present. 


Sue's case is a little different though 


since she has never challenged her in- 
eligibility to a member of the boys' team 
and compete against boys. The question 
is if practicing with the boys, as per- 
mitted under IHSA rules, makes her in-- 
eligible to compete against high school 
girls.

Trustees of the Prospect Heights Rural 


Fire Protection District reported little 
progress Tuesday in their efforts to se- 
cure land along Camp McDonald Road 
for a fire station addition. 


The trustees made their comments 


during their meeting Tuesday night at 
the d i s t r i c t ' s fire station, Camp 
McDonald Road just east of Hwy. 83. 


District officials want to build an addi- 


tion on the east side of the present fire 
facility. A bond referendum for the con- 
struction was approved in May 1971. 


Trustees Indicated they were still en- 


countering difficulties in buying the land 
east of the present station, According to 
fire district officials, the owners want 
more for the land than It is worth. 


"THE MATTER is being worked on 


and has been worked on. We are going to 
get the best we can with the dollars we 
have." said Norman Johnson, a trustee. 


The trustees held a short closed execu- 


tive session on the land purchase with 
their attorney during Tuesday's meeting. 
According to trustee Tom Harrison, "As 
soon as we can make a full report, we 
will." 


Members of the Prospect Heights Fire- 


men's Association, the group represent- 
ing the department's volunteer firemen, 
expressed concern again Tuesday over 
the apparent lack of progress. At one 
point a shouting match broke out between 
Trustee Johnson and a fireman, Norman 
Bittner. 


After the meeting Trustee Henry Valle- 


ly indicated the property owners have 
lowered their price "though not much." 
He also said that district officials were 
having trouble securing permission to 
relocate the alley just east of the present 
fire station. 


THE RELOCATION as well as the 


property purchase Is needed for the fire 
station addition. Valiely said, however, 
"I think they'll settle it.'' 


Also at Tuesday's meeting two repre- 


sentatives of the Prospect Heights Im- 


provement Association asked for a prog- 
ress report from the trustees on negotia- 
tions. A written report will be sent to the 
association. 


Trustees have often discussed an alter- 


nate site for the fire station, but are con- 
tinuing their efforts to enlarge the pre- 
sent one rather than build another one 
somewhere else. They have not ruled out 
the idea of another site, however.

body who's not doing the job. These kids 
are doing the work just like anybody 
else." 


Under the program, students spend 


mornings in regular classes at Elk Grove 
High School and then work four hours at 
their jobs. The program was begun sev- 
eral years ago in the special education 
program, but this year has been ex- 
panded to include not only seniors but 
also juniors, who thus gain two years of 
work experience. 


Besides Ampex, students work at Mas- 


ter Metal Strip Service and Kehe Foods 
in Rolling Meadows, Weber-Stevens in 
Arlington Heights, Bonanza Steak House, 
Davidsmeyer Bus Co., and William A. 
Lewis at Randhurst Shopping Center. 


"THE PROGRAM gives them the oppor- 


tunity to adjust to the regular work 
day," said Hannah Schwitzky, a teacher 
in the program. "It's not a full eight- 
hour day, but it's kind of a progression." 


Miss Schwitzky noted that the program 


gives the students a good chance to learn 
what work is really like and gives them 
time to adjust to it. 


"The thing for the most part is that 


they need to be taught good work 
habits," she said. "And the best way for 
them to do it is to get out and work." 


Nyland noted that the work also helps 


build confidence in the youngsters, who 
are often very unsure of themselves. By 
seeing that they are able to do a job 
well, they lose a lot of their inhibitions. 


"They immediately feel that they're 


failures," 'he said. "They need a lot of 
encouragement, but the people here go 
out of their way to make these kids feel 
comfortable." 


NYLAND, WHO describes {he program 


as an "exciting one that is very impor- 
tant to the community," said that there 
had been much talk previously that in- 
dustry wouldn't accept programs such as 
this. But the success of the local pro- 
gram apparently may be erasing that be- 
lief. 


"We're willing to hire as many of these 


students as they have," Nyland said, not- 
ing that after a four-month trial with 
four of the students, the company hired 
its fifth student earlier this'month. 


Bill Baird, manufacturing manager at 


Ampex, expressed the goal of the pro- 
gram as trying to make,, the students ca- 
pable of becoming future full-time, per- 


manent Ampex employes. 


But if the students decide not to come 


back to Ampex after graduating from 
high school, Baird is confident they will 
have no trouble finding another job. 


"With the training they get now, they'll 


have no problems getting jobs as 
adults."

Clyde Brooks, suburban chairman of 


the SCLC, said yesterday the civil rights 
division of the federal Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD), will be asked 
to examine "housing policies as prac- 
ticed by individual homeowners and real 
estate brokers" in the village. He also 
said federal investigators will look into 
ordinances in other Northwest suburban 
communities "to see if they adequately 
protect minorities." 


The latest action comes after a news- 


c o n f e r e n c e Monday in Schaumburg 
where the SCLC announced it would lead 
a probe into a racial Incident in Hanover 
Park. A cross was burned to protest an 
11-month old adopted black baby, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Willard Wil- 
liamson, moving into the Glenbrook sub- 
division. 


The Chicago Open Door Society, a 


group of parents with transracially 
adopted children, asked for the SCLC 
help after the Hanover Park incident two 
weeks ago. 


MEMBERS OP the Open Door Society 


reported several other racial incidents in 
the Northwest suburbs, including alleged 
intimidation and harassment of their 
black children. 


HUD spokesman Napoleon Dotson said 


an investigation will take place, when the 
complaint is received. Depending upon 
the nature of the complaint, he said, it 
may be handled by the Justice Depart- 
ment, 


If the matter is investigated by the 


Justice Department, the FBI will make 
the Inquiries, he said, 


THE POWER of HUD, Napoleon said, 


lies in the ability to cut off HUD pro- 
grams in municipalities where housing 
discrimination exists.

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Eligible For High School Track? 
Susan's Goal: 
976 Olympics 


Susan Wrenn has decided to continue 


practicing with the track team at Rolling 
Meadows High School even though it 
might jeopardize her eligibility in high 
school girls' track competition. 


A sophomore at Rolling Meadows High 


School, Sue has been working out regu- 
larly with the track team for the past 
month. Last Thursday questions of her 
eligibility were raised. Sue learned that 
by practicing with the boys, she might be 
jeopardizing her eligibility to compete in 
high school track meets for girls. 


No matter what decision is handed 


down, Sue says she will continue prac- 
ticing with the boys' team because "1 
like it much more and it helps me 
more." 


SUE'S LONG-RANGE goal is to com- 


pete in the 1976 Olympics. The only way 
she feels she is going to make it.is to 
keep up her training. She now works out 
for approximately two hours a day with 
the team. Her speciality is the 220, but 
she has never run it in a clocking. 


There has never been a question of Sue 


being a member of the boys' track team. 
According to Miss Ola Bundy, assistant 
executive secretary of IHSA, the IHSA 
rules clearly state boys and girls cannot 
compete on the same team. The rules, 
however, do permit girls to practice with 
boys' teams. 


Miss Bundy would not comment on 


whether practicing with a boys' team 
would make a girl ineligible for girls' 
competition because the executive board 
of IHSA has not made a ruling yet. 


At present. IHSA permits the boys to 


compete in 13 interscholastic sports, 
which do not include track. 


Girls interested in track have two 


sports days a year in which they can 
compete, said Joseph Vinton, track 
coach at Rolling Meadows High School. 
The only practice for the sports days is 


two weeks prior to the event. 


Starting July 1 there will be unlimited 


interscholastics for girls in track and 
field, according to Miss Bundy. 


VINTON says Sue "has never had any 


status with the team" and does not ac- 
tually practice with the team or receive 
individual coaching. He explained that 
Sue is allowed to go through the work- 
outs with the team if she chooses just 


• like anyone else can. 


"I am enough of a physical educator 


that I don't want to deny anyone the 
right to pursue an athletic interest as 
long as the facilities are available," said 
Vinton. 


Girls athletics in the state is in a 


"state of flux," according to O'Driscoll. 


He said he felt the IHSA philosophy 


was to "get broad girl participation in 
athletics instead of narrow participa- 
tion." 


THERE IS currently an amendment to 


the Illinois School Code in a Senate study 
committee which states, "No pupil may 
be excluded from the (athletic) program 
solely on account of sex." This does not 
include contact sports. 


IHSA tyis proposed its own amendment 


which states boys and girls cannot com- 
pete on the same team. 


The reasoning behind the IHSA amend- 


ment is that if girls are allowed to enter 
boys' programs then boys would have to 
be allowed to enter girls' programs. 
Some feel this would result in boys domi- 
nating high school athletic programs 
even more than they do at present. 


Sue's case is a little different though 


since she has never challenged her in- 
eligibility to a member of the boys' team 
and compete against boys. The question 
is if practicing with the- boys, as per- 
mitted under IHSA rules, makes her in- 
eligible to compete against high school 
girls.

countering difficulties in buying the land 
east of the present station. According to 
(ire district officials, the owners want 
more for the land than it is worth. 


"THE MATTER is being worked on 


and has been worked on. We are going to 
get the best we can with the dollars we 
have," said Norman Johnson, a trustee. 


The trustees held a short closed execu- 


tive session on the land purchase with 
their attorney during Tuesday's meeting. 
According to trustee Tom Harrison, "As 
soon as we can make a full report, we 
will." 


Members of the Prospect Heights Fire- 


men's Association, the group represent- 
ing the department's volunteer firemen, 
expressed concern again Tuesday over 
the apparent lack of progress. At one 
point a shouting match broke out between 
Trustee Johnson and a fireman, Norman 
Bittner. 


After the meeting Trustee Henry Valle- 


ly indicated the property owners have 
lowered their price "though not much." 
He also said that district officials were 
having trouble securing permission to 
relocate the alley just east of the present 
fire station. 


THE RELOCATION as well as the 


property purchase Is needed for the fire 
station addition. Vallely said, however, 
"1 think they'll settle it." 


Also at Tuesday's meeting two repre- 


sentatives of the Prospect Heights Im- 


provement Association asked for a prog- 
ress report from the trustees on negotia- 
tions. A written report will be sent to the 
association. 


Trustees have often discussed an alter- 


nate site for the fire station, but are con- 
tinuing their efforts to enlarge the pre- 
sent one rather than build another one 
somewhere else.

body who's not doing the job. These kids 
are doing the work just like anybody 
else." 


Under the program, students spend 


mornings in regular classes at Elk Grove 
High School and then work four hours at 
their jobs. The program was begun sev- 
eral years ago in the special education 
program, but this year has been ex- 
panded to include not only seniors but 
also juniors, who thus gain two years of 
work experience. 


Besides Ampex, students work at Mas- 


ter Metal Strip Service and Kehe Foods 
in Rolling Meadows, Weber-Stevens in 
Arlington Heights, Bonanza Steak House, 
Davidsmeyer Bus Co., and William A. 
Lewis at Randhurst Shopping Center. 


"THE PROGRAM gives them the oppor- 


tunity to adjust to the regular work 
day," said Hannah Schwitzky, a teacher 
in the program. "It's not a full eight- 
hour day, but it's kind of a progression." 


Miss Schwitzky noted that the program 


gives the students a good chance to learn 
what work is really like and gives them 
time to adjust to it. 


"The thing for the most part is that 


they need to be taught good work 
habits," she said. "And the best way for 
them to do it is to get out and work." 


Nyland noted that the work also helps 


build confidence in the youngsters, who 
are often very unsure of themselves. By 
seeing that they are able to do a job 
well, they lose a lot of their inhibitions. 


"They immediately feel that they're 


failures," he said. "They need a lot of 
encouragement, but the. people here go 
out of their way to make these kids feel 
comfortable." 


NYLAND, WHO describes the program 


as an "exciting one that is very impor- 
tant to the community," said that there 
had been much talk previously that in- 
dustry wouldn't accept programs such as 
this. But the.success of the local pro- 
gram apparently may be erasing that be- 
lief. 


"We're willing to hire as many of these 


students as they have," Nyland said, not- 
ing that after a four-month trial with 
four of the students, the company hired 
its fifth student earlier this month. 


Bill Baird, manufacturing manager at 


Ampex, expressed the goal of the pro- 
gram as trying to make the students ca- 
pable of becoming future full-time, per- 


manent Ampex employes. 


But if the students decide not to come 


back to Ampex after graduating from 
high school, Baird is confident they will 
have no trouble finding another job. 


"With the training they get now, they'll 


have no problems getting

as 


adults." 
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Sirens To Wail 
For 5 Minutes 
Here On Tuesday 


When sirens wail from five different 


locations across Palatine at 10:30 a.m. 
Tuesday, they won't be calling out the 
volunteer fire department. 


A newly installed civil defense siren 


system will get its first big test Tuesday 
when all five sirens blast at the same 
time. There will be no need for residents 
to take cover or rush to the nearest air 
raid shelter because it will only be a test. 


According to Village Mgr. Berton 


Braun, Tuesday's test run will try out 
the three different tones that can be pro- 
duced by the new system. 


One will be a three-minute sustained 


blast that will be used as a tornado 
warning. The actual civil defense signal 
will be a five-minute wailing tone that 
will warn residents to take cover in an 
emergency. 


The final signal will be the stand-by 


fire alarm that alerts the volunteers. 
However, this alarm will be slightly dif- 
ferent from the traditional fire alarm 
sound that previously sounded from vil- 
lage hall and the Colfax Street Fire Sta- 
tion. 


Braun said the new fire signal will have 


a high-low tone, not unlike the old alarm. 


THE TWO OLD sirens have been com- 


pletely removed from the village hall and 
Colfax Street location and replaced with 
the five new sirens at various points 
across town. 


The new sirens have been installed at 


the Slade Street Fire Station, in Willow 
Park in the Willow Wood subdivision, at 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District lift 
station in Winston Park Unit 6, at Well 
No. 5 in the Hunting Ridge subdivision on 
Illinois Street 
across from William 


Fremd High School and at the well sta- 
tion at Harper College. 


Total cost of the new system is $26,000. 


Slightly less than half of this amount was 
supplied through matching funds allocat- 
ed to the state by the federal civil de- 
fense program. The village civil defense 
fund paid the remainder. 


Tuesday's test is necessary to check 


the operational level of the system prior 
to final acceptance of the equipment, 
Braun said. The test itself will run be- 
tween 10 and 15 minutes, 


Braun, who also serves as the village's 


civil defense director, said the village 
may initiate a monthly testing program 
of the new equipment once it is officially 
put into operation. 


Dognapping Case Reported: 


Police Aren't Convinced 


An alleged case of dognapping has 


been reported in Palatine Township, but 
Cook County Sheriff's Police seem to 
think the incident is a case of a runaway 
Siberian Husky, 


Edward Jaacks, 389 Knollwood Ct, in 


Plum Grove Estates, just west of Rolling 
Meadows, noticed the family's 2-year-old 
white and grey Husky "Shanda" missing 
from the front yard just before dusk on 
Sunday. 


After searching the neighborhood for 


about 20 minutes, Mrs. Jaacks said she 
received a telephone call from an uniden- 
tified man who said he had the dog and 
would like a reward for it. 


Mrs. Jaacks said the man, who 


sounded youthful as though in his late 
teens or early 20s, suggested a reward of 
$50 might be appropriate and set up a 
time to stop at their house to pick it up 
and leave the dog. 


SHE ALSO said the caller said he liked 


the dog and wanted to keep it for himself 
if they didn't want to pay a reward. 


Although Mrs. Jaack's said she values 


the dog financially at about $200 and 
even more for its meaning to the family, 
she hesitated at the $50 figure and was 
reluctant to commit herself. She did tell 
the caller, however, she was willing to 
"talk it over." 


A time was set but the caller and 


Shanda never appeared. 


The Cook County Sheriff's Police were 


called in and a full report was made out. 
Based on the report, a detective at the 


sheriff's office thinks that there is little 
indication there was a dognapping. 


BECAUSE THIS incident was the only 


occurrence of a reported dognapping in 
the unincorporated area received by the 
sheriff's office.yet this year, the detec- 
tive said it is more likely the dog ran 
away than was stolen. 


The size of the Siberian Husky also in- 


dicates the dog would not have been sto- 
len. 


"You'd have to be a little wacky to try 


and steal a Husky," he said of the situ- 
ation. 


There is no evidence from records in 


the sheriff's office that this incident 
could be connected with a type of dog- 
napping ring, he said. 


The name of the dog and his home 


were written on the dog collar and could 
be read by anyone who got close enough, 
he said. 


MRS. JAACKS said Shanda was ex- 


tremely well-trained and had spent nine 
months in dog obedience school. Al- 
though there are no fences on the 
Jaack's property (besides a rail at Fron- 
tage Road), Mrs. Jaack's said the dog 
was trained never to go further than the 
fence. 


Somehow, Shanda did manage to get 


further than the fence, either on her own 
strength or someone else's. 


The sheriff's detective said he would 


continue to look into the case and contact 
the Jaacks soon to relocate the dog.

Money raised through the glass recycl- 


ing bin In Palatine will not be used to 
establish a college scholarship as was re- 
quested by the Palatine Environmental 
Control Board (ECB). 


instead, the Palatine 
Village Board 


Monday night agreed to place the money 
in a special fund to be used for general 
beautlfication 
of the village through 


planting and landscaping. 


General policy of the village board in 


the past has been to receive money from 
individual revenue sources as part of the 
village general fund rather than earmark 
it for specific purposes, 


In using the recycling money for beau- 


tiflcation, the village board agreed the 
money would benefit more Palatine resi- 
dents than it would by giving the money 
to one high school student for a scholar- 
ship. 


Trustee Tom Ahern, also a member of 


the ECB. asked the board to approve the 


use of the money for a scholarship for 
"good will." He said the amount raised 
through the recycling bin would be min- 
imal and that if used for a scholarship 
might encourage greater use of the bin. 


MAYOR JACK MOODIE suggested the 


operation of the bin, located behind the 
village environmental health department 
at 49 S, Greeley, be taken over by a local 
civic organization instead of the health 
department. 


Trustee Clayton Brown said operation 


of the bin by an outside group would 
create a problem of "continuity of ef- 
fort" because a group "loses interest." 


Moodie then suggested the money be 


placed in a special fund to use "as the 
village board directs," with' general 
plans for reforestation to replace dis- 
eased trees cut down in Palatine. 


The ECB had asked that a scholarship 


be awarded to a graduating high school 
senior from a Palatine school planning to 
enter a career in environmental studies. 


North View Subdivision 
Apartment Zoning Sought 


Twenty-four units of townhouses in six 


two-story buildings have been proposed 
for construction on the six remaining un- 
developed lots In Palatine's North View 
subdivision at Northwest Highway and 
Benton Street. 


Atty. Thomas Kearns, representing Ed- 


ward T. Burley, owner, and Charles Lo- 
casclo, proposed builder, Tuesday re- 
quested a rezoning to multiple-family 
residential before the Palatine Plan 
Commission. 


The land is currently zoned single fam- 


ily. 


Kearns said each unit would be sepa- 


rately owned, consisting of two-bedrooms 
upstairs and other living quarters down- 
stairs. All six buildings would face Chew- 
ink Court to the rear of the property with 
parking facilities behind the buildings 
facing Northwest Highway. 


About 10 residents from North View 


were at the plan commission meeting to 
question plans for the townhouses. Mi- 
chael Francis. 649 Eagle Ln., president 
of the North View Homeowners Associ- 
ation, requested a continuance on the 
hearing so that he could survey the 
homeowners on opinions about the pro- 
posed complex. 


P l a n Commission Chairman Tom 


Moody said the commission would not be 
prepared to make a recommendation on 
the proposal until the next meeting May 
z. He told Francis to be prepared at that 
time to report on the comments of the 
North View residents. 


Kearns also told Francis he would be 


willing to meet with him or any other 
homeowners in the next two weeks to ex- 
plain plans for the townhouses. 


FRANCIS KELLY, 606 N. Benton. ob- 


jected to the density, claiming that the 
townhouses would raise the number of 


living units in the neighborhood from 100 
to 125 "all in one move." 


Jack Whistler, vice president of Smith- 


Pipenhagen Realtors, testified that the 24 
units of density were necessary to "walk 
the owner out of his property without 
making a profit." He said the matter of 
density was not flexible for the builder 
because of the economic situation. 


Although Whistler said the townhouse 


plan was good, he thought the "highest 
and best use of the land" would be for a 
commercial development. 


"It would be financial folly for single 


family homes to be built there," he said, 
explaining that the lots all have frontage 
on Northwest Highway and that there 
are commercial developments across the 
highway and east of the property. 


Burley in October had sought rezoning 


from Palatine on the same land to build 
an office-commercial complex. However, 
the request was denied by the village 
board. 


In March of 1968, the owner had asked 


for multiple family zoning from the vil- 
lage but was turned down pending the 
outcome of the Sellergren proposal adja- 
cent to it. 


In outlining plans for the townhouses, 


Kearns said four separate units would be 
housed in each of the six buildings. Each 
unit would have an enclosed porch area 
and have 1,060 square feet of living 
space. 


Parking will be provided in the rear 


for 44 cars. A screen of greenery will 
also be planted along Northwest High- 
way. 


Whistler said the builder was planning 


to sell each of the units for about $27,000 
or $29,000. He said no driveways will be 
constructed off Chewink Court and that 
all traffic will enter the complex from 
Northwest Highway or Benton. 


Nix Cornell Complex Zoning 


The Palatine Plan Commission, with a 


tie vote. Tuesday failed to approve a pro- 
posal for the rezoning and annexation of 
more than five acres at Wilson near Elm 
Street for construction of 116 units called 
Cornell Apartments. 


Because a majority of those voting is 


necessary to recommend approval of the 
proposal, the 2 to 2 split vote automati- 
cally brought a denial from the plan 
commission.

sity was being requested because of the 
number of road Improvements to be 
made In the area with the construction of 
the project. He had agreed to pave Wil- 
son in front of the property, build a 
bridge over Salt Creek, pay for one-half 
of the Improvement of Cedar Street south 
of Palatine Road and pave at least one- 
half or possibly all of Elm. 


Sherman estimated that he and his 


partners, Lew Draper and Joseph Berg- 
man, would spend between $50,000 and 
$75.000 on Improvements of the roads. 


SHERMAN SAID IK the proposal for

the SCLC, said yesterday the civil rights 
division of the federal Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD), will be asked 
to examine "housing policies as prac- 
ticed by individual homeowners and real 
estate brokers" in the village. He also 
said federal investigators will look into 
ordinances in other Northwest suburban 
communities "to see if they adequately 
protect minorities." 


The latest action comes after a news- 


c o n f e r e n c e Monday in Schaumburg 
where the SCLC announced it would lead 
a probe into a racial incident in Hanover 
Park. A cross was burned to protest an 
11-month old adopted black baby, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Willard Wil- 
liamson, moving into the Glenbrook sub- 
division. 


The Chicago Open Door Society, a 


group of parents with transracially 
adopted children, asked for the SCLC 
help after the Hanover Park incident two 
weeks ago. 


MEMBERS OF the Open Door Society 


reported several other racial incidents in 


the Northwest suburbs, including alleged 
intimidation and harassment of their 
black children. 


HUD spokesman Napoleon Dotson said 


an investigation will take place, when the 
complaint is received. Depending upon 
the nature of the complaint, he said, it 
may be handled by the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


If the matter is investigated by the 


Justice Department, the FBI will make 
the inquiries, he said. 


THE POWER of HUD, Napoleon said, 


lies in the ability to cut off HUD pro- 
grams in municipalities where housing 
discrimination exists.

Grant Extension 
To Attorneys On 
Industrial Park 


A 30-day extension has been granted to 


attorneys for the Salt Creek Rural Park 
District in their court battle with the 
Rolling Meadows Park District over an 
industrial park. 


Yesterday's hearing before Circuit 


Court Judge Edward F. Healy was 
scheduled to be on a motion to strike a 
petition of mandamus filed by attorneys 
for the Rolling Meadows Park District 
showing the park district has a clear and 
undeniable right to the property. 


A new hearing has been set for May 19 


at 10 a.m. There was also some dis- 
cussion that new motions might be filed 
prior to the next hearing. 


The original petition of mandamus, 


which was filed by attorneys for the Salt 
Creek Rural Park District in January, 
requests the court to invalidate the an- 
nexation of an industrial park assessed 
at W,9 million by the Rolling Meadows 
Park District. The petition contends the 
industrial park was within the Salt Creek 
boundaries in 1959 and requirements for 
annexation were not fulfilled by the Roll- 
ing Meadows Park District. 


The property in question is a 6.5-acre 


parcel on Rohlwing Road, northwest of 
Arlington Park Race Track. 


In the motion to strike the petition of 


mandamus, attorneys for the Rolling 
Meadows Park District argue that quo 
warranto and not mandamus is the 
proper remedy for questioning the an- 
nexation. 


One seeking a writ of mandamus must 


be able to show a clear and undeniable 
right to the property which attorneys for 
the Rolling Meadows Park District con- 
tend cannot be done. Therefore, they ar- 
gue legal right to the land should be de- 
termined by a petition of quo warranto, 
where Salt Creek attorneys would have 
to prove ownership of the property in 
question.

Dognapping Case Reported; 
Police Aren't Convinced 


An alleged case of dognapping has 


been reported in Palatine Township, but 
Cook County Sheriff's Police seem to 
think the incident is a case of a runaway 
Siberian Husky. 


Edward Jaacks, 389 Knollwood Ct. in 


Plum Grove Estates, just west of Rolling 
Meadows, noticed the family's 2-year-old 
white and'grey Husky "Shanda" missing 
from the front yard just before 'dusk on 
Sunday. 


After searching the neighborhood for 


about 20 minutes, Mrs. Jaacks said she 
received a telephone call from an uniden- 
tified man who said he had the dog and 
would like a reward for it. 


Mrs. Jaacks said the man, who 


sounded youthful as though in his late 
teens or early 20$, suggested a reward of 
$50 might be appropriate and set up a 
time to stop at their house to pick it up 
and leave the dog. 


SHE ALSO said the caller said he liked 


the dog and wanted to keep it for himself 
if they didn't want to pay a reward. 


Although Mrs. Jaack's said she values 


the dog financially at about $200 and 
even more for its meaning to the family, 
she hesitated at the $50 figure and was 
reluctant to commit herself. She did tell 
the caller, however, she was willing to 
"taikitover." 


A time was set but the caller and 


Shanda never appeared. 


The Cook County Sheriff's Police were 


called in and a full report was made out. 
Based on the report, a detective at the 


sheriff's office thinks that there is little 
indication there was a dognapping. 


BECAUSE THIS incident was the only 


occurrence of a reported dognapping in 
the unincorporated area received by the 
sheriff's office yet this year, the detec- 
tive said it is more likely the dog ran 
away than was stolen. 


The size of the Siberian Husky also in- 


dicates the dog would not have been sto- 
len. 


"You'd have to be a little wacky to try 


and steal a Husky,", he said of the situ- 
ation. 


There is no evidence from records in 


the sheriff's office .that this incident 
could be connected with a type of dog- 
napping ring, he said. 


The name of the dog and his home 


were written on the dog collar and could 
be read by anyone who got close enough, 
he said. 


MRS. JAACKS said Shanda was ex- 


tremely well-trained and had spent nine 
months in dog obedience school. Al- 
though there are no fences on the 
Jaack's property (besides a rail at Fron- 
tage Road), Mrs. Jaack's said the dog 
was trained never to go further than the 
fence. 


Somehow, Shanda did manage to get 


further than the fence, either on her own 
strength or someone else's. 


The sheriff's detective said he would 


continue to look into the case and contact 
the Jaacks soon to relocate the dog.

Reveal Only One Policeman 
Shot At Truck In Chase 


Confusion about the action of two Roll- 


ing Meadows policemen during a chase 
of a juvenile suspect last Thursday has 
been cleared up by the disclosure that 
only one of the men fired a gun at the 
stolen truck the suspect was driving. 


Chief Lewis Case had originally said 


that both men fired shotgun blasts at the 
truck in an attempt to stop it during the 
70 m.p.h. chase through three towns. 


Unofficial accounts of the incident had 


contradicted Case's report that both Sgt. 
Charles Poellien and Patrolman Bob Ro- 
gers shot at the truck. 


What Case has said is the final word on 


the incident is that Rogers did not fire at 
the truck but Poellien did fire at the tires 
in an attempt to stop the truck. 


Rogers said he agrees with this version 


of the story. 


Rogers explained that he was driving 


the lead car In the chase that eventually 
involved several police agencies, in- 


cluding Elk Grove Village policemen, 
two of whom also fired at the truck. 


THE FIRST shots were fired by Elk 


Grove Sgt. Nestor Motluck when the 16- 
year-old Buffalo Grove youth and driver 
of the truck almost hit the policeman 
who tried to stop the truck at a road- 
block, Rogers said. 


At that point in the chase, Rogers said 


"I thought I saw a'flash of gunfire" from 
the truck. When the driver crashed the 
truck at Rohlwing and Kirchoff roads, 
police searched him and the truck and 
found no weapons. 


Rogers said he didn't shoot at the 


truck, but "would have if I had had the 
chance." 


Both Case and Elk Grove Village Po- 


lice Chief Harry Jenkins said last week 
they thought the use of firearms by their 
men in an attempt to stop the truck was 
justified.

the SCLC, said yesterday the civil rights 
division of the federal Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD), will be asked 
to examine "housing policies as prac- 
ticed by individual homeowners and real 
estate brokers" in the village. He also 
said federal investigators will look into 
ordinances in other Northwest suburban 
communities "to see if they adequately 
protect minorities." 


The latest action comes after a news- 


c o n f e r e n c e Monday in Schaumburg 
where the SCLC announced it would lead 
a probe into a racial incident in Hanover 
Park. A cross was burned to protest an 
11-month old adopted black baby, the 
daughter of Mr: and Mrs. Willard Wil- 
liamson, moving into the Glenbrook sub- 
division. 


The Chicago Open Door Society, a 


group of parents with transracially 
adopted children, asked for the SCLC 
help after the Hanover Park incident two 
weeks ago. 


MEMBERS OF the Open Door Society 


reported several other racial incidents in 


the Northwest suburbs, including alleged 
intimidation and harassment of their 
black children. 


HUD spokesman Napoleon Dotson said 


an investigation will take place, when the 
complaint is received. Depending upon 
the nature of the complaint, he said, it 
may be handled by the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


If the matter is investigated by the 


Justice Department, the FBI will make 
the inquiries, he said. 


THE POWER of HUD, Napoleon said, 


lies in the ability to cut off HUD pro- 
grams in municipalities where housing 
discrimination exists.

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Board Grants Raise, Weighs Fringe Benefits 
Police, Firemen's Policy Wait, See

Bargaining teams for both Mount Pros- 


pect policemen and firemen have 
adopted a wait-and-see attitude after the 
village board announced Tuesday it 
would postpone until June a decision on 
whether certain requested fringe benefits 
would be granted. 


However, the trustees went ahead and 


adopted a $3,413,040 budget which includ- 
ed 6.5 per cent pay raises for both police- 
men and firemen. 


According to Trustee Donald B. Furst, 


bead of the village's finance committee, 
the fringe benefits being sought are three 
additional days off for firemen and long- 
evity pay raises for policemen, 


Furst said his finance committee de- 


cided to postpone any action on the 
requests until an in-depth study was 
made of the issues: involved and until 
the whole board can be informed of the 
study's results. 


"We felt it was a little too complex to 


act on immediately," he said. "We were 
not saying whether we thought either 
request was good or bad." He added that 
he wanted the whole board to be aware 
of the policy implications involved. 


A meeting has been set for June 5, 


Furst said, The three-man bargaining 
teams for both groups will be invited to 
this meeting. 


Leonard Kaiser, a member of the fire- 


men's bargaining team, said he was dis- 
appointed that the board decided not to 


act Tuesday but that he was willing to 
wait until June to see what the board 
offers. "Nobody is mad at anybody," he 
said. 


He explained the firemen want three 


floater or "Kelly" days off a year. As 
firemen work on 24-hour shifts, this 
would in effect lower their 56-hour 
work week by V/z hours. However, the 
time off will be taken as days and not 
spread over the whole year. 


(THE NAME Kelly days derives from 


the time Chicago Mayor J. Kelly gave 
firemen occasional days off. At that 
time firemen worked 72 hours a week.) 


The policemen would like 2 per cent 


pay raise increases at the end of their 
5th, 10th, 15th, 19th and 25th year of ser- 
vice, according to Patrolman Edwin 
Hackmeister. 


Hackmeister, a member of the police- 


men pay raise committee, said there 
would be no problems from policemen. 
"We realize we are bound in by the 5.5 
per cent guidelines," he said. "We're not 
greedy, What the board comes up with is 
what we'll take." 


He added that should longevity raises 


be granted it would probably be included 
in the 5,5 per cent pay raises the men 
are now scheduled to receive. 


THE LONGEVITY request of the po- 


licemen raised two major questions, 
Furst said. "It has to be determined if 
such raises can be confined solely to the 
police, or if they will radiate to the other

$5,413,040 Budget Adopted Here 


A village budget of $5,413,040 for the 


fiscal year starting May 1 was adopted 
Tuesday by the Mount Prospect Village 
Board. 


The budget Is balanced, despite the 


fact that it contains a sharp increase 
over this year's $4,234,205 budget and 
that the village board has already voted 
to hold the line on the village's portion of 


the property tax rate. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert in a memo- 


randum to the board explained how the 
balanced budget was possible with the 
• approximately $1,178,000 increase. 


He said that the total increase should 


be reduced by the $468,000 increase at- 
tributable to the Waterworks and Sewage 


Fund. This village operation is self-sus- 
taining. All expenditures are based on 
revenue obtained through water and sew- 
er charges. 


The additional funds for this operation 


will come from last August's water rate 
hike. 


Of the $710,000 of the budget increase 


then left, $400,000 will come from cash on 


Village To Rent ICE House Space 


The Mount Prospect Village Board 


plans to rent space for the ICE House, a 
local counseling center, from a member 
of a village commission. Village officials 
said yesterday, however, the action does 
not create a conflict of interest. 


The village board's decision to rent 


space at $300 a month for one year from 
Conrad Mazeski, a member of the vil- 
lage's appointed Community Services 
and Mental Health Commission, came 
Tuesday night. The commission was set 
up last year to examine programs such 
as the Mount Prospect Community Ac- 
tion Plan (CAP), which operates the ICE 
House, and decide if they deserve village 
funding. 


The suggestion to rent space in Ma- 


zeski's building came up in December, a 
month before the commission recom- 
mended approval of CAP'S budget. Later 
the village board followed the commis- 
sion's recommendation and approved the 
budget agreeing to finance the rental. 
The money is included in the $20,515 the 
village will provide to CAP. 


VILLAGE ATTY. John Zimmermann 


said yesterday the move is "clearly not" 
a violation of the village's conflict-of-in- 
terest ordinance because Mazeski was 
not directly involved in the action. 


The ordinance, which refers to "all of- 


ficials', elected, appointed and salaried 
employes," states that "no village offi- 
cial shall participate in an action in- 
volving the village in consequences of 
which he has a substantial interest of 
which he may reasonably be expected to 
know." 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


chert and Village Mgr. Robert Eppley 
both said the action does not violate the 
village ordinance. "We looked at a lot of 
places to rent and we felt we got more 
from Mazeski," said Eppley, who recom- 
mended the contract be approved. "If 
somebody wants to sue us, they can." 


Attorney Ross Miller, who still Is look- 


ing into the situation at the request of 
Robert Day, CAP director, said yester- 
day he should reach a decision later this 
week. 


"IT HAS TO BE studied and I hope to 


have an answer by the end of the week," 
Miller said. "If there should be any con- 
flict, 
corrective 
measures obviously 


would have to be taken." Miller said 
such measures include elimination of the 
contract or Mazeski's resignation. 


Mazeski could not be reached for com- 


m e n t yesterday. However, 
several 


months ago when questioned by the Her- 
ald, he said he did not believe the action 
'would cause a conflict of interest. He 
said it wasn't his idea to rent space to 
CAP. 


"Someone brought it up at a CAP 


meeting and I had no objection. It has a 
good central location," he said. Ma- 
zeski's building, 201 W. Prospect Ave., is 
several blocks away from the current 
ICE House at 214 S. Emerson St. 


Day said the ICE House is moving into 


the new facilities this week. He said the 
counseling center will now have use of a 
waiting room, two offices and a large 
therapy room. "It's definitely a good lo- 
cation," he said. "There is parking, 
space and it is easily accessible."

Des Plaines may annex a section of 


land north of the eity near Mount Pros- 
pect's easternmost boundary, an action 
that could lead to annexation negotia- 
tions with the Forest River subdivision in 
unincorporated Wheeling Township, 


The proposed voluntary annexation of 


Commonwealth Edison Co, land — and 
an involuntary annexation of Soo Line R. 
R. right-of-way that would result from it 
— would add a second shared boundary 
between the city and the 240-home Forest 
River community and the city, according 
to City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbaeh. 


With this new city boundary touching 


directly upon the most populated area of 
the community. Des Plaines will "cer- 
tainty be interested" in discussing annex- 
ation with Forest River, Mrs. Rohrbaeh 
said. The subdivision could only be an- 
nexed voluntarily through a referendum 
vote by its residents, she said. 


FOREST RIVER community is bound- 


ed on the north by Foundry 'Road and the 
Village of Mount Prospect, on the east 
by River Road, on the south by Des 
Plaines and the Maryville Academy 
property, and on the west by the Soo 
Line tracks, • 


Mrs. Rohrbaeh said that informal dis- 


cussions about a year ago with Forest 
River residents had indicated that some 
favored annexation. 


However, Marvin Lurie, acting presi- 


dent of the Forest River Homeowners 
Civic Association said yesterday that his 
group opposes annexation because of the 
probable high taxes which would result. 


The city council is expected to act May 


1 on a petition from Commonwealth Edi- 
son for annexation of a narrow strip of 
land south of Foundary. The utility's land 
is bounded on the east, by the railroad 


right-of-way and on the west by the Des 
Plaines city limits. 


IF THIS LAND is annexed — and city 


officials have discussed the annexation 
for more than a year with Edison offi- 
cials — them the city will act to in- 
voluntarily annex the railroad right-of- 
way, in those areas where the city limits 
would touch both sides of the tracks. 


Instead of just having a common bor- 


der with Forest River on its least-popu- 
lated southern border, the city will then 
also share a boundary along the Soo line 
tracks on the more populated west side 
of the community, according to Mrs. 
Rohrbaeh. 


Lurie said yesterday that the subdivi- 


sion does not want annexation. It is 
served well now, he said, by the Mount 
Prospect Fire Department, the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police, and does not 


need Des Plaines services. 


The community is negotiating with the 


River Trails Park District for annexa- 
tion. Its schools are operated by River 
Trail Dist. 26, he said. 


Forest River has sewers and elec- - 


tricity, but it doesn't have sidewalks or 
street lighting. Water comes from wells 
and processing of sewage is, in many 
cases, done by home septic tanks. 


If the City of Des Plaines were to an- 


nex the community, the cost of providing 
services such as sidewalks and lighting 
would greatly add to the taxes. The resi- 
dents "just don't think it's worth it," 
Lurie said. 


When the area north of Foundry was 


annexed to Mount Prospect recently, 
Forest River was. asked to join Mount 
Prospect, but its residents said they .we- 


ren't interested, according to Lurie.

Need More Than Plays, Concerts To Support Center 
Theater Consultant Begins Study 


Activities besides plays and concerts 


will probably be needed to support a cul- 
tural center in Arlington Heights, a the- 
ater consultant told the Cultural Com- 
mission Tuesday night. 


George Izenour, professor of theater 


design and technology at Yale Univer- 
sity, has been commissioned by the vil- 
lage to do a feasibility study of a cultural 
center in the village at a cost of $6,000 
plus expenses. 


He began his study by explaining his 


methodology to members of the cultural 
commission. He plans to read data com- 
piled for him of the commission's work 
to date, then talk to both supporters and 
opponents ofi a cultural center before 
coming up with plans for a center.

Though Izenour would not give any in- 


dication of what type of activities he 
would suggest to tie in with cultural ac- 
tivities to make a center viable in the 
village, he discussed other centers he has 
built around the country, which also in- 
clude sports facilities. 
- Though original estimates put a 90-day 
time limit on the Izenour study, he told 
the commission that he would need six 
months to complete the study. 


"I will get to know this community ge- 


ographically and economically," said 
Izenour. "I'll see what's going on and see 
if there is an answer to it in the form of 
some type of cultural center." 


Izenour estimated that the largest cen- 


ter this village would support would be 
about 1,800 seats. He also said that an 
800-seat theater with good acoustics costs 
about $1.5 million at today's costs. 


MOST OF HIS theater, consulting work 


has been done in urban areas and at col- 
leges and universities. He has helped 
build more than 80 cultural centers. 


"The old convertible theater formulas 


are breaking down and innovations in the 


next decade will be more radical than 
they were in the last decade," Izenour 
said. 


He also said that central city cultural 


centers are becoming a thing of the past, 
and the theater is fast becoming an at- 


tachment to colleges and universities. 


"In the past year and a half only one 


central city cultural center (in Califor- 
nia) has been started, and I think this 
shows the trend of the coming decade," 
Izenour said.

Major Crimes Here Skyrocket In First Quarter Of Year 


The number of major crimes in Des 


Plaines Increased sharply during the 
first three months of 1972 as compared 
with the same period last year. 


•According to police statistics released 
by Chief Arthur Hintz, incidents of major 
crimes numbered 497 in the first quarter, 
up 52 per cent from the 326 reported dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1971. 


Armed robberies showed the largest 


percentage of increase, rising 250 per 
cent from two incidents during the first 
three months of last year to seven this 
year. 


Also included under major crime in the 


police department's first quarter report 
are murder, reckless homicide, rape, ag- 
gravated assault, burglary, theft, auto 
theft and burglary from autos. 


Juvenile criminal arrests rose 11 per 


cent from 254 during the first quarter of 
1971 to 291 this year. The sharpest in- 
crease was among juvenile drug arrests 
which rose 136 per cent from 11 last year 
to 26 during the first three months of 
1972. 


Adult arrests for narcotics violations, 


however, dropped from 18 during the 


first quarter of last year to 11 this year. 


Burglaries in the first quarter in- 


creased 37 per cent from 74 in 1971 to 102 
this year. 


THE TOTAL number of thefts nearly 


doubled, with 210 cases reported, com- 
pared to 113 last year. This year's figure 
includes 68 burglaries from autos which 
because of different reporting procedures 
last year were listed under thefts. 


The number of auto thefts increased 


from 28 during the first quarter of last 
year to 38 this year. 


Hintz said the rise in major crime in- 


cidents this year might be attributable to 
high unemployment and the use of nar- 
cotics but said he could not cite any defi- 
nite reasons for the increase. 


The chief added that he was pleased at 


the higher number of arrests so far this 
year of suspects charged with major 
crimes. 


The number of minor crimes, which in- 


clude offenses such as narcotic and drug 
laws, vandalism and driving while under 
the influence of liquor, rose slightly from 
420 during the first three months of last 
year to 440 in the same period this year. 


The number of arrests for driving 


while intoxicated doubled this year from 
five during the first quarter in 1971 to 10 
this year. Cases of fraud also increased 
from 20 last year to 32 this year. 


The total number of vandalism of- 


fenses rose from 116 last year to 144 this 
year. While the number of disorderly 
conduct offenses dropped from 61 last 
year to 37 this year. • 


OF THE 497 major crimes reported, 


472 were burglaries and thefts. The re- 
maining 25 included 17 aggravated as- 
saults, up one from last year; one rape 
compared with none last year; and seven 


robberies. There were no cases of homi- 
cide this year compared with the one re- 
ported last year. 


The total number of arrests for major 


crimes by Des Plaines police increased 
more than 61 per cent this year rising 
from 62 to 100 in the first quarter. Ar- 
rests for minor crimes dropped slightly 
from 311 to 301. 


Of the 401 total arrests, excluding traf- 


fic and parking violations, 291 were juve- 
niles and 110 were adults. Last year dur- 
ing the first quarter 254 of the total 373 
arrests were of juveniles and 119 were ol 
adults.

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240-Home Subdivision Next To Come In? 
City Annex Bid May Lead 
To Talks With Forest River 


Des Plaines may annex a section of 


land north of the city near Mount Pros- 
pect's easternmost boundary, an action 
that could lead to annexation negotia- 
tions with the Forest River subdivision in 
unincorporated Wheeling Township. 


The proposed voluntary annexation of 


Commonwealth Edison Co. land — and 
an involuntary annexation of Soo Line R. 
R, right-of-way that would result from it 
— would add a second shared boundary 
between the city and the 240-home Forest 
River community and the city, according 


to City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach. 


With this new city boundary touching 


directly upon the most populated area of 
the community, Des Plaines will "cer- 
tainly be interested" in discussing annex- 
ation with Forest River, Mrs. Rohrbach 
said. The subdivision could only be an- 
nexed voluntarily through a referendum 
vote by its residents, she said. 


FOREST RIVER community is bound- 


ed on the.north by Foundry Road and the 
Village of Mount Prospect, on the east 
by River Road, on the south by Des

The city council is expected to act May 


1 on a petition from Commonwealth Edi- 
sorixfor annexation of a narrow strip of 
land south of Foundary. The utility's land 
is bounded on the east by the railroad 
right-of-way and on the west by the Des 
Plaines city limits. 


IF THIS LAND is annexed — and city 


officials have discussed the annexation 
for more than a year with Edison offi- 
cials • — them the city will act to in- 
voluntarily annex the railroad right-of- 
way, in those areas where the city limits 
would touch both sides of the tracks. 


Instead of just having a common bor- 


der with Forest River on its least-popu- 
lated southern border, the city will then 
also share a boundary along the Soo line 
tracks on the more populated west side 
of the community, according to Mrs. 
Rohrbach. 


Lurie said yesterday that the subdivi- 


sion does not want annexation. It is 
served well now, he said, by the Mount 
Prospect Fire Department, the Cook 
County Sheriff's Police, and does not 
need Des Plaines services. 


The community is negotiating with the 


River Trails Park District for annexa- 
tion. Its schools are operated by River 
Trail Dist. 26, he said. 


Forest River has sewers and elec- 


tricity, but it doesn't have sidewalks or 
street lighting. Water comes from wells 
and processing of sewage is, in many 
cases, done by home septic tanks. 


If the City of Des Plaines were to an- 


nex the community, the cost of providing 
services such as sidewalks and lighting 
would greatly add to the taxes. The resi- 
dents "just don't think it's worth it," 
Lurie said. 


When the area north of Foundry was 


annexed to Mount Prospect recently, 
Forest River was asked to join Mount

1 once read this short story where ma- 


chines took over the world by system- 
atically driving mankind insane. It was 
very easy for the mechanical marvels to 
rule man — who couldn't exist without 
their stoves, cars, refrigerators, vacuum 
cleaners, toasters, etc. 


Anyway, I don't want to frighten you, 


but I think what was foretold in the story 
Is coming true. I don't know about any- 
one else but my machines are out to get 
me. 


1 first noticed it after reading that sto- 


ry several years ago. I had finished 
dragging the bare Christmas tree back to 
the alley and returned to find all of the 
needles on the living room carpet. 


In past years I'd always gotten a shop- 


ping bag, plopped down in the middle of 
the Scotch pines and picked them up one 
by one. This year I decided to vacuum 
them up. 


NOW EVERYONE knows it's against 


the rules to vacuum tree needles. It clogs 
the hose if you've got a canister like I 
had and creates all sorts of motor 
trouble for uprights. But I had a secret 
system. 


I vacuumed away until the hose

five minutes or so. It's either laughing at 
me or planning with the pipes further 
down on the best way to clog itself up, 


If I'm beginning to sound paranoid be- 


lieve me, I have a right to. I'm not the 
only one this is happening to How else 
do you explain my reheaded friend's 
blender throwing her whiskey sour right 
back in her face, or another friend's car 
running for five minutes every time she 
turns it off, or ...

Acceptance under the 
program, means the federal government 
will pay half, or about $110,000 


BEHREL SAID the cost to the city will 


be between $15,000 and $17,000 


The remaining costs and the engineer- 


ing fees ($30,000) will be shared by the 
state and the village of Mount Prospect. 
According to the estimated cost this 
would be $70,000 apiece However, with 
Des Plaines sharing in Mount Prospect's 
portion to the tune of 17 per cent, Mount 
Prospect will only have to come up with 
$58,100 from Motor Fuel Tax funds for 
the project. 


Mount Prospect Trustee George An- 


derson said the 17 per cent figure was 
reached by determining the amount of 
contiguous footage Des Plaines has to 
the intersection The only corner in- 
volved is that on which the Red Balloon 
Restaurant stands; the remainder lies in 
Mount Prospect 


THE INTERSECTION has been a 


"headache" for drivers for years as traf- 
fic stopped for the lights on Central Road 
and Rand Road often block Mount Pros- 
. pect Road traffic 


The plans call for left turn lanes on 


both sides of Central Road and traffic 
signals for northbound traffic on Mount 


Prospect Road and eastbound Central 
Road traffic at that same intersection, 
just west of the Rand-Central inter- 
section. 


The engineering study will begin im- 


mediately for the project

Don't wait until your lawn needs mow- 


ing to roll the mower out of the garage 
and see If tt is in shape to use. Any lawn 
mower, power or hand, needs a spring 
check-up. Doing it ahead of time will 
mean it is ready to use when you need it. 
It also is likelier to get through the sum- 
mer without breaking down. 


Most people do not store their mowers 


properly in the fall. If you are like nearly 
everyone else your mower probably has 
a coating of dust and dirt and maybe 
even a little rust. 


Glean it thoroughly. Scrape away ac- 


cumulated grass clippings. 


If there is any fuel in the tank from 


last year, drain it. Don't take any chan- 
ces with it. Replace with fresh fuel. 


Power mowers have an air cleaner 


that should be cleaned regularly. Start 
the summer with a clean filter. Clean it 
out by rinsing it in kerosene or gasoline. 
Work in a welt ventilated area and in a 
spot where there is no flame or chance of 
sparks. 


Some mowers use an oil bath filter. 


Drain out the old oil and replace with 
fresh oil after first rinsing the parts. The

filter element is generally soaked in 
clean oil and drained. 


If there is any doubt, check manufac- 


turers' instructions, 


Don't spoil that fresh spring growth by 


chewing it with a dull blade, or cropping 
it too close with a blade that is not ad- 
justed. 


Adjust for proper height and then 


make sure the blade is sharp. A rotary 
blade can be touched up with a file. If it 
goes dull quickly again, then it needs 
grinding. Since rotary blades are in- 
expensive, keep a spare on hand so that 
you always have a sharp blade to use. 


Reel type mowers get out of adjust- 


ment rather easily. Hold a sheet of news- 
paper between the reel and the knife 
blade. Turn the reel by hand. It should 
cut the paper along the full length of the 
knife. 


Adjust the knife if it .doesn't. There are 


adjusting nuts or screws to do this. 


If your reel mower seems dull it may 


only need adjusting. If proper adjusting 
doesn't help then get the blades sharp- 
ened professionally. 


Oil and grease your mower before us- 


ing it. Go over all the oiling points. Use 
grease on the axle. Coat wheel gears 
with grease. Bearings should be oiled. 
Grease and oil from last year that has 
picked up dirt should be cleaned with a 
solvent. Lubricate these points over 
again. 
. Tighten all nuts and bolts. A loose bolt 
will shake right off from the vibrations 
once you start mowing.

cation office to conduct a hearing on 
teacher dismissal rather than a school 
board. 


—House Bill 741, which appropriates $8 


million for a work study program for 
high school students. 


—House Bill 1851, which would prohibit 


the exclusion of any pupil from in- 
tramural, or interscholastic programs 
solely on the basis of sex. 


—House Bill 1903, which provides for 


the creation of the State Board of Educa- 
tion 


—Hhouse Bill 2510, which amends the 


School Code to permit a teacher who 
holds a certificate in another state and 
who has two years' teaching experience 
in that state to be eligible for a Teach- 


er's Certificate in Illinois. 


—House Bill 2516, which gives the state 


superintendent the emergency power to 
operate school districts and appoint ad- 
ministrators when a district's normal 
educational program is interrupted by a 
lack of funds or unwillingness by a board 
to comply to state laws. 


—House Bill 3590, which requires a ten- 


ured teacher who is absent for 15 con- 
secutive school days because of a labor 


dispute to forfeit such tenure. 


—House Bill 3730, which appropriates 


$24 million to equalize education with 
special programs and staff. 


—Senate Bill 912, which provides for 


grants to local school districts for the es- 
tablishment or expansion of reading pro- 
grams. 


—Senate Bill 1226, which would elimi- 


nate General Assembly tuition waiver 
scholarships after 1972.

Every successful lawnsman has a se- 


cret for his fine lawn. 


That's because there is no one way to 


do it right and gardeners for the most 


> part are creative individuals who like to 


experiment. 


Jerry Baker, author of "Plants Are 


Like People," suggests a "lawn sham- 
poo" once or twice during the growing 
season, composed of one ounce of liquid 
soap (Palmolive Green or some other 
biodegradable) in 10 gallons of water. 
The first application should be made 
now, 
right after the snow melts, with a 


hose-end sprayer. 


Baker says this soap and water treat- 


ment is a snow mold killer, a salt neu- 
tralizer, a clay-breaker-upper, a dog-ur- 
ine-damage repairer and preventer, an 
alkaline soil neutralize!-, a 
soil in- 


secticide, a nitrogen catcher. 


WITH ALL THOSE claims, I don't 


know whether to be more skeptical of the 
idea or figure that maybe he really has 
found a good thing. But I plan to try it 
this year, just to see for myself. 


If you've never tried organic lawn fer- 


tilizing, using Milorganite with a bag of 
granular Sea-Born seaweed fertilizer and 
a fourth bag of gypsum applied together 
from your spreader, you may want to 
check it out. I tried it — I like it. I 
wouldn't use anything else. 


At first when I tried the above com- 


bination, I thought it was a failure be- 
cause the lawn didn't gorge up green 
right after the first rain — as it did when 
I used to use chemical fertilizer. But af- 
ter I gave it time, I found out that the 
effect was slow, but long term, not just a 
sudden shot-in-the-arm, then piddling 
out. 
The organically fertilized lawn was 


healthier, stronger, and the soil spongier 
with improved tilth. I believe it was kid- 
proofed and resisted week invasion bet- 
ter. 


THE SKETCHES accompanying to- 


day's column are not Droodles but dia- 
grams of the way to best mow your lawn 
to get it growing most vigorously. It 
shows a mowing pattern of two times 
around the perimeter, then back and 
forth across the width and breadth, circl- 
ing trees as you go, but continuing in the 
same line pattern as you pass the trees. 
The next time the grass needs a trim, 
you start circling the perimeter twice, 
but mow the height and depth (or up and 
down, instead of sideways). 


And here are some tips for new home- 


owners that most everyone agrees are 
basic lawnmanship: 


Water in the morning, if possible, but 


cut at night. Never cut the grass when 
it's wet (after a rain, when the dew is 
on, etc., and don't ever roll a lawn). If 
you want to aerate the lawn, mow it as 
you wear golf or track shoes. Use a 
sharp blade. The frequency of the cutting 
determines the quality and density of the 
lawn. A mower set at two inches (for 
Merion blue lawns) and cutting twice a 
week during the vigorous growing time 
will give you best results. • 


TRYING TO get rid of weeds? Your 


lawn is suffering from neglect and star- 
vation. Feed heavily with the Milorga- 
nite, seaweed and gypsum combination 
mentioned previously once a month dur- 
ing the growing season, except June, 
July, and August; deep water weekly — 
so water penetrates six inches deep; and 
mow, mow, mow. It'll take a season or 
two, 
but you'll shape it up again. Re- 


member, there's no shortcut to a fine 
lawn. A beautiful lawn is the result of 
care and attention. 


Dear Dorothy: Loved the icebox cake 


recently run in your column but then be- 
gan to worry about the raw eggs used in 
the recipe when I read about how easy it 
was for salmonella germs to be a prob- 
lem if eggs were not cooked. Is there any

In this particular recipe it isn't pos- 


sible to cook the yolks — and remember 
the whites that are added later. Actually, 
you don't have to worry about clean 
fresh eggs that are not cracked. After 
all, 
hospitals put raw eggs in eggnog 


which is given to invalids who need 
strengthening 
foods. 
The chances of 


salmonella poisoning are pretty slim 
when the right housekeeping habits are 
followed so stop frettying. 


Dear Dorothy: Is there anything that 


can be done to a pants zipper to keep it 
from slipping open?—A.C. 


Not a thing except replace the zipper. 


If there is no pull tab, it will slip and if 
the pull tab is worn, the same thing will 


happen. The function of a pants zipper is 
much too important to fool around with 
mending a broken zipper. 


Dear Dorothy: I'm suddenly surprised 


to find there are grades of butter. Why? 
How? What?—Susan Rosow. 


Grade AA and Grade A butter are 


made from fresh cream though AA gen- 
erally has-a slightly sweeter flavor and 
finer aroma. Grade AA also has a crea- 
mier texture. The salt is completely dis- 
solved and blended in perfectly. In quali- 
ty terms, however, there really is very 
little difference between the two grades. 
Grade B butter is likely to have a 
slightly acid flavor as it is generally 
made from selected sour cream. The un- 
usual flavor appeals to many.
